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PALESTINE : CHANGES IN 
THE OUTLOOK 


HE King’s Speech at the opeaing of the new Parliamentary 
5 ssion this week contained no reference to Palestine. In 
the summary of anticipated Parliamentary work, which this 
peech by tradition comprises, the omission is significant and 
inderstandable. It suggests that no new step requiring Parlia- 
ientary approval is foreseen by the Government for some time 
‘ocome. This is understandable, in view of the considerable 
ind salutary delay whieh has been imposed by the force of 
ommon sense and circumstances on the attempt which was 
uiade last session to hurry along with drastic schemes in 
connection with Palestine.

That 
splendid worker, Mr. RoBeRrT B. SOLOMON, could not refrain, in 
this non-political gathering, from bluntly stating that control 
of lawlessness in Palestine was the alternative to Partition. 
Still more bluntly—it is difficult to believe unintentionally —he 
also drove a nail into the coffin of the Partition scheme by 
hinting that if Jews were given the Partition State, at the end of 
twenty years it would not be impossible for them ~ to go 
forward with another limited objective.” 


Britain's solemn 


The time is overdue for Zionists to shake themselves free 
from this mis-named “ realist’”’ threat and to refuse to waste 
the precious time that the salutary delay has afforded them on 
huckstering and haggling over a few acres here and there, or in 
attempting to prove themselves more Colonial Office than the 
Colonial Secretary of the moment. If we are to be truly 
realist we must face the fact that Zionist policy in the past has 
proved little short of calamitous. Its fruits have been a 
Balfour Declaration shrunk in its application to a tiny fraction 
of the land originally envisaged. By tactless and clumsy 
talk about a Jewish majority, and by similar mis-handling of the 
Arab problem, it has invited Arab agitators to talk of Jewish 
domination. To-day, bowever, the trend of events on which we 
have touched presents opportunities for redressing our mistakes. 
Already efforts should have been started to lay bare to the reason- 
able Arabs in Palestine the true heart and purpose of Zionism. 
To remind them that a bigoted concentration on numerical 
majorities or minorities is no sure safeguard against domina- 
tion. To show them how impregnable is their culture backed 
by a mighty ring of purely Arab States. To repeat to them 
again and again—and to fortify it with every guarantee, even to 
secure the additional pledge of Great Britain for assurance-— 
that absolute equality shall be the inviolable right of every 
Palestinian irrespective of race or creed. Along such lines lies 
the hope of a united and peaceful land. Along such lines lie the 
opportunities for a vast Jewish immigration into the still empty 
spaces awaiting development. Only thus can the best interests 
of Jews and of Arabs and of Great Britain alike be yruly served.

And they must 
assuredly be repellent to Jewish electors in the boroughs. 


We would therefore urge these electors to use their votes 
on Monday without fail. Every one of them is vitally necessary, 
for the more decisive the Fascist defeat the sooner will East Londou 
be able to hope for deliverance from a mischievous and intolerable 
nuisance. There is no excuse for apathy. .If abstention from the 
polls should let the Fascist candidates in, the apathetic electors 
would have only themselves to blaine.

gogue instead of in hired premises. That fact emphasises the 
increasing attraction ofthe University for the Jewish youth. It also 
stresses, in particular, the many Jewish associations with Cam.- 
bridge University, the first seat of higher learning in the world, as 
the Chief Rabbi said in his eloquent address, to have “ emancipated 
Jewish studies"”—in other words, to have given them academic 
recognition and appointed an eminent Jewish echolar on the 
University staff to expound the epecifically Jewish disciplines. 
That spirit of enlightenment, so glaringly at variance with 
experience in some foreign universities, we Jews can 
never too warmly acknowledge. While Polish places of learn. 
ing relegate Jewish students to “ghetto benches,’ the flower of 
Cambridge erudition and intellect joins with young Jewry at the 
consecration of their new place of worship. Herein is a noble, if 
unspoken, rebuke to foreign intolerance that we pray will not be 
lost on those who have earned it. 


As for the Jewish students of Cambridge, they will best repay 
their University by their devo‘ion to the Synagogue and the 
staunchness with which they cling to their old and glorious faith. 
Our youth are trooping down in ever greater numbers from the 
great British seats of learning. These men and women with trained 
minds can play, in future years, a significant and urgently needed 
part in the shaping of the Anglo-Jewish future. Earnestly it is to 


be hoped that they will not fail us in the performance of that 
exalted and splendid duty! 


A Goon long step in the tightening up of.our charity administration 
has at last been taken. As a letter from Mr 
AN URGENT A. S. Diamond, printed elsewhere in this issue, 
CHARITY states, the Board of Deputies has set up a Charities 
REFORM Registration Committee, consisting of men of long 
experience and expert knowledge, whose function 
will be to secure the registration under the Board of all properly 
conducted charitable institutions of a permanent or quasi-permanent 
character. In this way, intending subscribers to a charity whose 
notepaper bears the words “ Registered with the Board of Deputies,” 
will have an assurance that its accounts are properly audited at 
regular intervals by qualified accountants, and that its administra- 
tive expense; are not out of proportion to its receipts. All charitable 
organisations are now invited toapply for registration, and a number 
of the most important are already doing so. Those which do not 
follow suit will have to take the consequences if, without 
any admissible explanation, they stand aside from the scheme. At 
the same time, the public has it in its own hands to make the plan a 
success. All if needs to do is to refuse support to unregistered 
organisations. That is an imperative duty which it should on no 
account neglect if both the reputation and the charitable resources 
of the Community are to be safeguarded !

| (is some time now since reference to German Jewry was made 
in these columns. But that does not mean that the plight of 
stricken community has been absent from one’s mind, Forget- 
ess would be perilously near to a crime, and, in any case, the 
less grind of the persecution machine would make it impossible.

» & precious quality which, thank God, has flourished among Jews 
‘2 past times, no matter how chill and biting the anti-Semitic 
‘sts; and though we may not close our eyes to facis, however 
Jcerless, there are, nevertheless, features in the present situa- 
‘on that are not deyoid of encouragement. I dare say many 
iders of this paper studied the article headed “The Truth 
out the German Workers.” which appeared in this paper 
‘ast week. It revealed, from an authoritative source, some 
of the realities behind the elaborate facade of make-believe 
which the Nazis have erected for the beguilement of innocents 
‘>road—the extravagance and heavy indebtedness of the alleged 
aradise State, now reported to have led to the resignation of 
Ur. Schacht; the increase in the number of working hours 
of the wage-earners by over fifty per cent.; the failure of wages 
to keep in step; the heavy deductions from incomes, amounting 
to some twenty-five per cent., in the form of compulsory contri- 
butions to the Nazi Party, Labour Fronts, etc.; the rise in prices 
Which in many cases has been little short of staggering ; and the 
fact that the existence of ten-and-n-half millions of Germans depends 
on the charity of the “ Winter-Help,” a figure, as was observed, nearly 
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twice as great as the number of the unemployed in the crisis year 
of 1952! There is no mistaking the significance of these statements 


and I am bound to say that their general trend is confirmed by the 
information that reaches me. 


HESE reports picture not a people glorying in hardship, 
but inwardly groaning under it. Bad trade and poor 
and insufficient food are making a deepening impression 
on the national feelings, especially as they are in glaring 
contrast with the “Oriental luxury’ with which some of the 
leaders surround themselves. Pageants and parades are still offered 
in abundance, but ‘circuses’ are less and less accepted as a 
substitute for bread. Eventhe perpetual cursing of the Jew as the 
source ofall the country’s trouble has begun to pall and to get on 
the “ Aryan" nerves, for it is observed that although the Jews hava 
been crushed, the Paradise which was to arise with their disappear: 
ance is singularly belated: and even to those who do not like Jews 
the constant harping on Jewish villainy has become as nauseating 
as a hackneyed old song. But discontent does not come to the 
surface. The article to which I have referred speaks of the espionage 
which has been developed on sucha scale as to repress the slightest 
expression of criticism, let alone discontent. It mentions 
the hundreds of Black- and Brownshirts engaged ostensibly as 
members of the staffs of the big banks and industrial firms, but in 
reality functioning as spies of the secret police. I am myself told 
of one important branch of a bank in which six “clerks” are 
installed solely for this purpose. Their employers cannot get rid of 
them. They have their orders from the men “ who must be obeyed.’ 
So widespread and ubiquitous is the network of the spy system 
that men almost start at their own shadows. They never know who 
their neighbours in a restaurant or a public vehicle may be. 
And, under this fear, conversation, when it is risked at all, 
is maintained at. a dismal level of banality, in which the 
weather plays a constant and conspicuous part. Even this, 
l imagine, cannot be too safe. ‘If I, a Jew, were sitting next to 
an officious spy in a tram-car I am not at all sure that I would 
chance a remark that the weather was unsettled and that we 
should look out for storms. The most, indeed, that the disillusioned 
citizenry allow themselves are the jests that pass furtively from lip 
to lip. “ Why is there a petrol shortage ’”’ runs the latest of these. 
Because Goering has sent his uniforms to be cleaned!” And in 
this humour the gloomy and harassed “Aryan” finds fitful relief 
for his nerves. 


HE questions are, then, how long will the dumb sheep among the 
German masses submit to hunger and dragooning’? How 

long will they submit in silence to be fed on the east wind of vain- 
glory and pageantry And what are the prospects of a return of 
Germany to free institutions and, with it, the emergence of her 
Jews from slavery? These are queries, of course, very difficult to 
an:wer,and any reply can only be speculative. One or two things, 
however, may be said with some confidence. However the Nazi 
leaders may boast of a hundred per cent. loyalty to their regime, in 
their heart of hearts they know better.

The Outlook in Germany

| ' is some time now since reference to German Jewry was made 
in these columns. But that does not mean that the plight of 
stricken community has been absent from one’s mind. Forget- 
‘ss would be perilously near to a crime, and, in any case, the 
eless grind of the persecution machine would make it impossible. 
‘ing back, then, on the interval that has elapsed, one’s attention 
pped by two inescapable facts, The first is the ruthlessness of 
campaign against our German co-religionists. Anybody who 
ed one, two, or three years ago that a day of relenting or 
weariness would soon be at hand must, by now, have 
ndoned such vain imaginings. Whatever the more distant years 
hold in store, the immediate future seems to offerno hope. Even 
Nazi leaders were to become suddenly disposed to reason, 
jropping of a main feature in their programme would not 
sy. The second fact that must impress one is the apparent 
3s of the anti-Jewish campaign so far. “Thorough” has been 
itch word in every domain of the national life. Jewish activity, 
in the economic and cultural fields, is being progressively 
remorselessly strangled. Humiliations are piled higher and 
er on the already de-citizenigsed victims. And the pressure upon 
sh life is steadily maintained at a pitch which drives all but 
id and infirm to snatch relief from the present and hope for 
future in some other land.

seém to believe that most of their task is already completed, 
that only the last stage remains to be accomplished.

Of 
pauperism, at any rate, there can be no question. The figures 
ently published by the Teichsvertretung and other German 
zanisations demonstrate its truth only too certainly.

Wh \T, then, is the prospect of averting the fulfilment of Herr

»& precious quality which, thank God, has flourished among Jews 
‘1 past times, no matter how chill and biting the anti-Semitic 
‘sts; and though we may not close our eyes to facts, however 
icerless, there are, nevertheless, features in the present situa. 
“on that are not devoid of encouragement. I dare say many 
iders of this paper studied the article headed “The Truth 
‘bout the German Workers,’ which appeared in this paper 
‘ast week. It revealed, from an authoritative source, some 
of the realities behind the elaborate facade of make-believe 
which the Nazis have erected for the beguilement of innocents 
‘>road—the extravagance and heavy indebtedness of the alleged 
Varadise State, now reported to have led to the resignation of 
'r. Schacht; the increase in the number of working hours 
of the wage-earners by over fifty per cent.; the failure of wages 
to keep in step; the heavy deductions from incomes, amounting 
to some twenty-five per cent., in the form of compulsory contri- 
butions to the Nazi Party, Labour Fronts, etc.; the rise in prices 
which in many cases has been little short of staggering ; and the 
fact that the existence of ten-and-n-half millions of Germans depends 
on the charity of the “ Winter-Help,” a figure, as was observed, nearly 
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twice as great as the number of the unemployed in the crisis year 
of 1932! There is no mistaking the significance of these statements 


and I am bound to say that their general trend is confirmed by the 
information that reaches me. 


HESE reports picture not a people glorying in hardship, 
but inwardly groaning under it. jad trade and poor 
and insufficient food are making a deepening impression 
on the national feelings, especially as they are in glaring 
contrast with the “Oriental luxury’ with which some of the 
leaders surround themselves. Pageants aud parades are still offered 
in abundance, but “circuses”’ are less and less accepted as a 
substitute for bread. Eventhe perpetual cursing of the Jew as the 
source ofall the country’s trouble has begun to pall and to get on 
the “ Aryan” nerves, for it is observed that although the Jews have 
been crushed, the Paradise which was to arise with their disappear- 
ance is singularly belated: and even to those who do not like Jews 
the constant barping on Jewish villainy has become as nauseating 
as a hackneyed old song. But discontent does not come to the 
surface. The article to which I have referred speaks of the espionage 
which has been developed on sucha scale as to repress the slightest 
expression of criticism, let alone discontent. It mentions 
the hundreds of Black- and Brownshirts engaged ostensibly as 
members of the staffs of the big banks and industrial firms, but in 
reality functioning as spies of the secret police. I am myself told 
of one important. branch of a bank in which six “clerks” are 
installed solely for this purpose. Their employers cannot get rid of 
them. They have their orders from the men “ who must be obeyed.” 
So widespread and ubiquitous is the network of the spy system 
that men almost start at their own shadows. They never know who 
their neighbotirs in a restaurant or a public vehicle may be. 
And, under this fear, conversation, when it is risked at all, 
is maintained at a dismal level of banality, in which the 
weather plays a constant and conspicuous part. Even this, 
l imagine, cannot be too safe. Ii I, a Jew, were sitting next to 
an officious spy in a tram-car [I am not at all sure that I would 
chance a remark that the weather was unsettled and that we 
should look out for storms. The most, indeed, that the disillusioned 
citizenry allow themselves are the jests that pass furtively from lip 
to lip. “ Why is there a petrol shortage ’"’ runs the latest of these. 
“ Because Goering has sent his uniforms to be cleaned!" And in 
this humour the gloomy and harassed “Aryan” finds fitful relief 
for his nerves: 


HE questions are, then, how long will the dumb sheep among the 
German masses submit to hunger and dragooning’?’ How 

long will they submit in silence to be fed on the east wind of vain- 
glory and pageantry? And what are the prospects of a return of 
Germany to free institutions and, with it, the emergence of her 
Jews from slavery? These are queries, of course, very difficult to 
answer, and any reply can only be speculative. One or two things, 
however, may be said with some confidence. However the Nazi 
leaders may boast of a hundred per cent. loyalty to their regime, in 
their heart of hearts they know better. If the national devotion to 
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hem were as total as they pretend, they would close down the 
concentration camps. Instead of that, a thousand miserable Jews 
are being released from the camps because they are really quite 
innocuous, in order to make room for a thousand more serious 
enemies, who have been, or are to be, rounded up. If these wretched 
Jews were so harmless, why, one may ask, were they ever detained ? 
Sut the more serious point is that despite the ruthless spying and 
terrorism, one thousand “ Aryans” have, in Nazi eyes, shown signs 
of becoming dangerous potential enemies who must be held in 
detention. 


A SECOND, and more portentous, fact is the growing ascendancy 

ofthe Army. It is with the military chiefs that the last word 
now more and more rests. It was they who put their foot down 
when German military interference in Spain threatened to reach 


Italian dimensions. “Not with my army!” a highly placed 


commander is said to have roughly ejaculated. And the Army had 
its way. According to reports in circulation at the time the military 
service disabilities were imposed on Jews, the Army did pot relish 
the Jewish exclusion—how else could its numerous officers with 
Jewish blood. in their veins have viewed the implied slight upon 
themselves’?

Mr. Lustgarten was born in 
Rumania in 1878, and came with 
hus father to England in [8s4.

University. In 1903, Mr. Lust- 
garten began to practise as a 
solicitor, and in 1917 he was called 
to the Bar.

Cireuit, and had taken part in many notable actions. In September, 
1934, he appeared in the famous Mimstry of Health Inquiry regarding 
conditions at. St. Mary's Hospital, Manchester. 

Mr. Lustgarten was closely associated with the Higher Broughton 
Synagogue of which he was a founder and Trustee, and which he had 
also served as President. Other local Jewish institutions with which 
he was: particularly connected were the Delamere Home, the Jews’ 
School. the Jewish Working Men's Club, and the Jewish Lads’ Brigade. 
In 1904. the deceased married Miss Finklestone, of Southport, who 
survives hiin. He had one son, Mr. Edgar Lustgarten, who wlule at 
Oxford became President of the Union and now practises on the 
Northern Crreunt. 

At the quarterly meeting of the Council of Manchester and Saliord

The deceased was the son of Dr. David Yellin, the distinguished 
Orientalist, and was born in Jerusalem thirty-seven years ago. As 
” young man he proceeded to Kngland, where he studied first under 
Sir Denison Ross and Sir Thomas Arnold at the School of Oriental 
Studies, and later at Clrist’s College Cambridge, where he received 
the M.A. degree. He was a fine Hebrew scholar, and took up the 
study of Arabic and Syriac. In the Oriental Languages Tripos at 
Cambridge he obtained first-class honours. ge? 

Returning subsequently to Jerusalem, Avioéam Yellin served for 
a period in the District Administration, and later was appointed to 
the high post in the Department of Education which he beld with 
honour and dignity at the time of his death.

The Late Mr. Felix M. Warburg 


Tnbutes to the late Mr. Felix Warburg were paid at a memorial meeting 
held under the auspices of the Jewish Agency for Palestine last Fnday, 
at Great Russell Street, by Dr. Chaim Weizmann, Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, 
K.C., Professor 8, Brodetsky, Mr. Neville Laski, K.C., and Mr. Simon 
Marks. Among those who attended the nieeting was Mr. Siegmund 
Warburg, nephew of the late Mr. Warburg. 

They were assembled, said Dr. Weizmann, to mourn the loss of a 
great tmend. Fehx Warburg was a great citizen of America: he took a 
prominent part in the life of his own country and was associated closely 
with every Jewish problem. Since the War he had devoted himself, 
Wogether with some of his colleagues, particularly with the late Mr. Louis 
Marshall,.in looking after the distressed areas in Russia and Poland, where 
the War had left in its track so many Jews destitute. The organisation 
which Mr. Warburg headed was called the Joint Distribution Committee. 
which he thought must have poured into Poland and the succession States 
something lke $80,000,000 to $100,000,000, spent in various forms on 
various constructive enterprises. He devoted his attention to a great 
many problems in Palestine. He was virtually the head of the non- 
/ronist section of the Jewish Agency, and only a few weeks ago he (Dr. 
Weizmann) was privileged to work with him in Ziirich. where he was 
more than helpful:in the great many difficult questions on the agenda. 
It was a sacrifice on Mr. Warburg's part to have come over from New 
York to Ziimch at a time when his health was gravely imperilled. Felix 
Warburg was a great patron of art and of science, and took a great 
interest in the Hebrew University, Harvard University, and the Metro- 
politan Museum in New York. He was a man of manifold attainments. 
and he performed all this work with extraordinary grace and facility. 
‘* He was always a man,’’ said Dr, Weizmann, “-who was pouring oil 
on troubled waters, always trying to find a possible way out of the 
many difficulties with which one meets during public activities, and 
he can ill be spared at this time, both in his own Community in America 
and in the Palestine movement,’’ The Jewish Community all over the 
world would deeply mourn his loss. 

Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., said it was difficult to think of Mr. Warburg 
in terms of an activity. His brain was always working out some new 
scheme for the amelioration of his brethren, oppressed and distressed. 
Even recently he was seeking to plan on a broad scale the linking up 
of all Jewish ameliorative agencies in order that they might combine 
and co-ordinate their work. The only person to whom he could parallel 
his hfe would be that of Sir Moses Montefiore. There could be nothing 
ike Mr. Warburg’s genius for friendship. Whether one served with him 
or for him, it was an equal delight. He (Mr. Laski) was very glad, vet 
sad, to have been privileged to associate himself with the tnbutes that 
had been paid at that meeting. Mr. Warburg’s last wish was that they 
should march on the road that he marched and bring to a conclusion those 
tasks to which he had dedicated his life. 

Mr. Simon Marks said he mourned not only tl 
fnend, but the departure of a colleague, ~ 
Warburg went back to the Emergency Fund,

Consecration of New Synagogue 
Distinguished University Gathering 


The new Synagogue of the Cambridge Hebrew Congregation was 
opened on Thursday in last week by Mr. Lionel de Rothschild, 
and consecrated by the Chief Rabbi, in the presence of the 
Vice-Chancellor of Cambridge University (Professor H. R. Dean, 
Master of Trinity Hall) and a distinguished congregation. The Rev. 
D. Bueno de Mesquita, the Rev. L. lL. Edgar, and Mr. Nelson Berkoff 
(Trinity Hall) conducted the service. Mr. de Rothschild was pre- 
sented with a golden key by Mr. R. J. Hersch, one of the architects, 
and he declared the Synagogue open. Those who took part in the 
procession of scrolls were tlhe officiating ministers, Me. de Rothschild, 
Mr. Hersch, Sir Robert Waley Cohen, Mr. H. Dagut, Dr. Redcliffe N. 
Salaman, F.RS, Mr. Augustus Kahn, Mr. Ernest Cohen, and Mr, 
4. S. Eban (‘Queens’). The Ark was opened during the service by 
Dr. Charles 3, Myers, F.R.S., Mr. lL. H. Hersch, and Mr. A, Baum 
(Trinity). 

The CHier RABBI, in his sermon, said that the significance of that 
Synagogue consecration would gain for them immeasurably in depth and 
lasting appeal, if they clearly ré alised what a Synagogue was. The 
origin of the Synagogue was obscure, and there was no trace of its 
existence before the, Babylonian exile. Soon after the days of Ezra, how- 
ever, pious Jews would meet Sabbath by Sabbath, and Festival by 
Festival, for religious devotion and Scripture reading. Gradually a special 
‘house of assembly,” ‘synagogue in Greek, arose in cach 
Jewish communpbity; and with the Synagogue began a new type of religious 
mloration among the children of men—namely, congregational worship, 
consisting of prayer aud religious instruction; but without priest or 
eacrifics altogether one of the most far-reaching achievements in the 
annals of relicion, 

As a House of Prayer, the Synadco¢ue was an everlasting Witness to 
God in the Jew's universe, and gave birth to the noblest of liturgies, 
Scripture reading and Scripture eXposition always retained the central 
position of the Sabbath or Festival Service. The House of Prayer was 
thus also a Beth Hamedrash, a House of Religions Study. In Israel, 
study of the ‘Torah w is, nlongside the direct communion with God in 
prayer, the way of closest apvroach to Him. Such study constituted 
Divine worship, and may be said to be the Rabbinic form.of the Beatific 
Vision. That religious study saved the Jews from the degradation which 
rightlessness and obloquy and hideous suffering brought in their train, 
Bialik, the great poet of the New Judea, with good reason hailed the Beth 
liamedrash as the source of the Jewish. idealism aud death-defying 
heroism throughout the days of martyrdom and hate, 


Rousing the Indifferent Jew 

That new Cambridge Synagogue woukl have failed in its duty to the 
present and duture, if it did httle to rouse the indifferent Jew from his 
soul-slumber, change his whole attitude towards the Jewish sanctities, 
and cause him to exclaim with the Patriarch, ** Surely the Lord is in this 
place; and I knew it not.” 

It was not an impossible task, continued Dr. Hertz, that he was propos- 
ing to the members of the Cambridge Hebrew Congregation. Laudable 
efforts in the direction indicated had for years been made by the 
Schechter and kindred societies; and it would be ingratitude to the genius 
foce if there were any relaxation in those efforts. Their University wasthe 
rst seat of Higher Learning in the world to have *‘ emancipated” Jewish 
studies—that is, given them academic recognition and appointed an 
eminent Jewish scholar on the University staff to cxpound the specifically 
Jewish disciplines! That was nearly seventy years ago. Thanks to 
Cambridge men like Joseph Jacobs, Solomon Schechter, and Israel 
Abrabames, and their colleagues of other Uuiversities, a large portion of 
the new Jewish learning was now accessible to the cultured layman. 

Speaking of the antecedents of the congregation, the Chief Rabbi said 
they all should remember for good the names of John Sylvester, Numa 
Hartog, dnd Arthur Cohen, who by refusing to proceed to their degree at 
the cxpense of their Judaism, lid the spiritual foundations of that Syna- 
gogue. It was, however, only in 1888 that his revered predecessor, 
Hermann Adicr, went to Cambridge to confer with the Jewish membeis 
of the University how to create something like organised congregational 
life among them. One of them, Mr. Augustus Kahn, was, bappily, with 
them that night; and the other survivor, the Rev. A. P, Bender, had just 
completed more than f-ar decades of notable service to South African 
Jewry. Seven Sabbaths of years had passed since that day. In this 
fifticth year, and thereafter, let everyone regain the religious inheri- 
tance which was inalienably his. Let that Synagogue become the 
spiritual home of ail the Jewish students of the University. 

The architects of the Synagogue are Mr. R, J. Herseh, M.A., A.R.I.B.A, 
(Gonville and Caius), and Mr. C, J. Eprite, F.R.1.B.A. The Synagogue 
stands in Thomp-on’s Lane, on what was formerly Ellis Court. A 
pleasant turfed forecourt leads up to the new building, whieh is faced 
with a warm multi-coloured brick. The small entrance-hall gives on to 
the main hall, which is hexagonal with two short sides containing a recess 
for the Ark (which is stated to be one of the most beautifal in England) 
and a recess for the women’s seats. There are a dining-hall and kitchen. 


The First Jew to Enter the University 


Before the ccremony, tea was taken in the hall of Magdalene College. 
Arthnr Cohen, Q.C., the first Jew to enter the University, was a member 
of this College, and by special permission of its Master and Fellows, the 
tea was held there.

suspended for participating inthe strike. Similar action was taken 
»y the school authorities in a number of other provincial towns. 
in Warsaw, over one bundred Jewish pupils were suspended in one 
secondary school alone. 


The Road to Economic Chaos 
Alarm at Results of Anti-Jewish Boycott 


Resentment at the demoralisation in economic life which is 
resulting from tbe anti-Jewish excesses is being voiced with 
increasing frequency in the Polish Press and in reports issued by 
Volish industrial organisations. 

Tbe Industrial Union in Bialystok bas issued a statement largely 
«ttributing the present local crisis to the anti-Jewish disorders and 
to the picketing of Jewish shops in.towns in the district. “Trade 
in the small towns bas nearly died out,” it says. ‘ Wholesalers who 
used to supply shops have stopped their credits, for fear that shops 
which are picketed and ruined through the boycott will be unable 
to repay their debts. At the same time, the wholesalers pay the 
‘nanufacturers not in cash, but with the promissory notes of clients 
Whose economic position is being undermined. Such a situation 
carries the danger of catastrophe for local industry.” 

The Tycopnik Hanptowy, the organ of the Polish Merchants’ 
‘nion, complains: “The disorders caused by the boycott action and 
the excesses connected with it have exercised a depressing influence 


00 Polish industry. They have created fear of fivancial collapses, 


and have thereby deepened the industrial depression.” ” 

The Labour Press is alarmed by the fact that many workers are 
losing employment as a result of the toyeott. The RopoTnik 
demands that immediate steps be taken against anti-Semitic acts 
which are detrimental to the State. Even the WARsZAWSKI 
DZIENNIK Naropowy, the organ of the Endek Party, has to admit 
that Polish workers are suffering as a result of anti-Jewish 
economic measures.

A Chistian Paragraph” was accepted by a Congress of the Polish 
Dectors’ Union in Posen last weck. In future, only Christians may become 
members of the Union, Exceptions are made in the case of ** Jews who 
fought for Poland’s independence and won distinctions for bravery in the 
eld.” The Corgress was attended mainly by Endeks and supporters of 
the pro-Government “‘Ozon” Party. Socialists and Democrats absented 
themselves. To become legally binding, the resolution requires endorse- 
ment by the Ministry of the Interior.

DANZIG 


Nazi Raid on Jewish Shops 
Free Hand Against the Jews? 
LEAGUE COMMISSIONER'S STRANGE SILENCE 


The attack on the Jews announced at the recent Danzig Nazi rally 
by Gauleitcy Forster has not taken long to materialise. Beginning 
with the introduction last week of “trading ghettos’ in all local 
morkets, and the posting of pickets and the assaulting of Jewish 
dealers, the Nazis, emboldened by the licence allowed them, staged a 
raid on scores of Jewish shops on Saturday. Crowds, parading 
through. the streets singing anti-Jewish and anti-Polish songs, 
indulged in an orgy of window-smashing. It is stated that the 
premises of Polish Jews were vot touched, and that seventy arrests 
have been made. 

The Nazi Press department denies all previous knowledge of the 
raid, and declares that the victims will be compensated. In a speech 
made after the raid, Herr Forster, adopting the usual Nazi tactics of 
denying complicity in any crime, after baving previously fired: the 
“yank and file ' to commit it, condemned the demonstrators, and 
said those responsible would be punished. ‘The Jewish problem, he 
said, would soon be settled by law. 

All these events took place under the eyes of Professor Burckhardt, 
the League of Nations Ccmmissioner, whose ostensible task is to 
see that the Donzig Constitution is respected. Let be appears to 
tolerate not cnly the ban on market traders (most of whcm are 
Polish citizens) but also the growing practice of giving notice to 
Jewish shopkeepers in the main street of Danzig on tbe ground that 
their presence prevents a unified display of Nazi flags. Moreover, 
Jews are now barred froni theatres, cinemas, restaurants, and cafes. 


. Yet Professor Burckhardt claimed at the last meeting of the League

ITALY 


Boycott of Jewish Hotels 
New Campaign by Jew-Baiting Press 


The Italian press, after a period of preoccupation with attacks 
on Great Britain, Spain, and the U.S.S.R., is once again using its 
columns for Jew-baiting outbursts. The QUADRIVIO, commenting 
on statistics contained in a Jewish calendar for 5698, rejoices at the 
fact that many towns in Italy are judenrein. It denounces the Jews 
for their “ disloyalty” in not mentioning Mussolini or the Fascist 
Party in the calendar, and concludes by giving a list of Jewish 
hotels and restaurants which it urges the public to boycott. 

The ReGiMe FAscista, notorious for its anti-Jewish attacks, 
alleges that Jews in Ancona assembled jin the local Synagogue at 
the hotir of Mussolini's recent meeting with Hitler and prayed that 
nll danger to Jewry resulting from the association of the Duce with 
the Nazi leader might be averted. The GioRNALE D'ITALIA attacks 
American Jews, who, it states, are ceeking to make big land 
purchases in Palestine. In another issue, in a report of recent 
anti-Fascist disturbances in Great Britain, it accuses Jews of being 
the chief aggressors. 


Rome Communal Split Averted 
Chief Rabbi's Mediation 


The elections to the Board of the Rome Jewish Community were 
held last week without the expected conflict materialising between 
the Z onists and the non-Zionists. 

Thanks to the efforts of the Chief Rabbi of Rome, Professor David 
-Prato, both sides agreed to a common platform, and a united list of 
candidates was issued and declared elected. 

The new Board includes Signor Lionello Alatri, grandson of the 
well-known Rome philanthropist Samuele Alatri; Anjelo di Nola, 
Recanati Giuseppe, former President of the Rome Jewish Community ; 
Ettore Bassan, chief of the Fascist militia; and Pio Tagliacozzo, 
President of the Rome Jewish Orphanage. 

Before the election, an appeal was issued by the candidates 
declaring that the object of the united list was to assure to Rome 
Jewry a worthy representative organisation so that an under- 
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standing might be reached between all sections of the Community. 
The list included persons who were well known for their loyalty 
and administrative ability, and who were members of the Fascist 
Paity. The candidates, said the appeal, would remain faithful to 
Ue religion of their forefathers, help to promote Jewish culture, 
ainiareuld carry on the work of the community in accordance with 
the spirit of “ our beloved Fascist fatherland.” 


FRANCE 


Why Palestine Pavilion Poster Was Removed 
Mistaken “ Atrocity Propaganda ’ Charge

Further details of the removal of allegedly anti-German exhibits 
from the Palestine Pavilion at the Paris Exhibition indicate that 
the authorities acted Jargely as the result of a misunderstanding. 

According to the explanation, in the entrance hall of the Pavilion 
were displayed two posters, one entitled Renouvesnu (Renaissance 
in Palestine), the other ©“ Declin”’ (Decadence in the Galuth). The 
second contained a composite picture portraying poor Polish Jews 
and, saimong other things, figures indicating that 80,000 Jews had 
left Germany since the advent of the Hitler regime. A group of 
German girls caught sight of.the poster and imagined that the 
illustrations referred to the fate of German Jewry-—in other words, 
that they were “ Greuelpropaganda '—and they reported the matter 
to the German Embassy, which, in turn, demanded through the 
Quai d'Orsay the poster's removal. 

Although the misunderstanding was cleared up, the General Com- 
mission of the Exhibition nevertheless demanded the: removal of 
the poster because of the figures relating to Germany which it con- 
tained. Iu doing so, it referred to an understanding between the 
countries participating in the Exhibition whereby they were barred 
from making any references to any other country without having 
first obtained the permission of the country concerned. As the 
assent of Germany had not been sought in the case of the figure of 
80,000 Jews who had left that country, a suflicient reason was 
available for the demand for its removal. The authorities of the 
Palestine Pavilion were entitled to quote the figure of German 
Jews who had entered Palestine, but not the figure of those who 
bad left Germany. When these facts were explained to them, they 
had no option but to acquiesce. 


RUMANIA 
Anti-Minority Discrimination 


League Must Not “Interfere” 


Intense annoyance at the alleged intervention of the League of 
Nations in Rumania’s internal affairs was voiced this week in 
Cluj by M. Valeriu Pop, the Minister of Industry and Commerce. 
Referring to his plan for giving preference to full-blooded Rumanians, 
he declared; “I shall continue with this policy. Nobody has the 
right to interfere in our internal affairs, not even the League of 
Nations.’ M. Pop's reference to the League was apparently prompted 
by a recent protest made in Geneva by the Hungarian minority of 
Kumania, which complained that his anti-minority measures were a 
violation of the Peace Treaties. 

The Rumanian Press reports that a Committee for the Application 
of Measures for the Protection of National Labour is to be set up in 
Bucharest. It will consist of representatives of trade and industry, 
and enterprises in need of staff will have to apply toit. Prospective 
employees will be distributed in accordance with M. Pop's” ethnical’ 
principles. By setting up such a private Committee, the Govern. 
ment avoids the uncomfortable need for passing laws which might 
be considered as a breach of the minority treaties. 


An official statement made by the Secretary of the Bucharest Bar 
Association reveals that from December 15th, 1935, to September 15th, 
1937, 414 full-blooded Rumanians were called to the Bar as probationary 
507 as practising lawyers, while not a single Jew was 
admitted,

The Appointment of Political Advisers 
NO DANGER TO AUSTRIAN SOVEREIGNTY

In June of this year it was decided to appoint political advisers 
(Lidnder-Referenten) to the official Fatherland Front, with the task 
of winning over Nazis to the Front’s ideals, and the appointments 
have now been made. The delay is explained by the desire of the 
Austrian Government to make sure of their ground and to avoid an 
experience similar to that of Herr von Papen, who, in Germany, 
sought to establish a joint German National Nazi Government. It

In appointing the advisers, only members of the so-called Gross- 
deutsche (Greater Germany) fraction of the Nazis have been chosen. 
Their views, although strongly pro-German and anti-Jewish, do not 
coincide with official Nazism but rather with the ideas of the former 
German Nationalists (Hugenberg and Von Papen group). Between

Shanghai in the Shadows 
Help for the Jewish Sufferers

Jews are bearing their full measure of suffering in war-torn 
Shanghai, where they are faced with a truly desperate situation 
Kefugee members of the Community whose bomes were in the 
Northern District have seen their possessions reduced to ashes, an: 
others fear that looters bave been busy in their absence. These 
people are now without means of subsistence or employment, fo 
most of them owned shops, cafés, and small factories, and amon: 
them are German Jews, now refugees twice over: they were jus! 
beginning to establish themselves in Shanghai when the new 
upheaval overwhelmed them,

contributions from Jews in Kobe, Manila, and elsewhere 

Apart from the refugees, other Jews who left Shanghai for a brief 
summer vacation to Tsingtao, Dairen, Japan, or Kuling are stranded, 
as ships are bringing as few people as possible back to Shanghai, 
and they write frantically for funds or permission from the

Nazi Subsidies to U.S. Jew-Baiters 


Charges in Boston Investigation 
ALLEGATIONS AGAINST FORD EMPLOYEES

lhe name of Henry Ford, whose anti-Semitic outburst and later 
recantation created a stir after the War, was broughé indirectly into 
an ollicial investigation, held before the Special Legislative Com- 
mission of Massachusetts in Boston into un-American activities, last 
week when Mr. John L. Spivak, the well-known journalist, testified 
that two Ford employees were at present active in the spreading of 
Nazi propaganda.

Dealing specifically with the State of Massachusetts, where the 
investigation embraces Fascist, Ku-hiux- Klan and Communist 
vctivities, Me. Spivak ascribe. snost of the mischief to Edward J. 
Ilunt, Divector of the Industrial Defence Association of Boston, who 
it one time, he said, had obtained substantial sapport from many 
prominent people.

Jew Assaulted in Tram 


“Thus sort of thing ts quite intolerable.” conunented Mr. Basil 
Watson. K.C.. when Leonard Deans. a labourer from Shoreditch, was 
sentenced to a month's wnprisonment at the North London Police 
Court on Monday for assaulting Myer Goldstein, of Bethnal Green. 

Mr. Howard, for the prosecution, said it was a type of case which 
until recently had been novel to the Court, but was becoming increas- 
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ingly alarming, where the rights of the individual had been superseded 
by mob violence. 

Myer Goldstein stated that on October 17th he was in a tramear 
when one of several men, who were sitting at the rear, raised his hand 
in a salute and someone remarked : “ We don’t want any Jews here.” 

The prisoner was one of the 
men. When the men got up to leave. the prisoner came towards 
hon and punched him on the nose, cutting it with something sharp. 
At Shoreditch Church, Goldstem complained to a policeman and then 
went to St. Leonard's Hospital, where the wound on his nose was 
dressed. He was certam the prisoner was the man. He had described 
him to the police as having a flat nose and a boxers ear.

The Stone-Throwing Case 
A Protest by Defendant's Solicitor 


Mr. S. 8. Silverman, M.P., defending the man accused of wounding 
Sir Oswald Mosley with a stone at a local Fascist meeting, protested 
at Liverpool Police Court on Monday against the non-appearance of 
Sir Oswald to give evidence. 

“It seems to me,” said Mr. Silverman, “that Sir Oswald. from the 
prosecution s point of view, is an absolutely necessary witness, [ 
should have thought that the prosecution would have hesitated very 
long indeed before opening the proceedings without making quite 
certain that their porir 1pral witness was going to treat the court with 
proper respect. If the proceechings go on without Sir Oswald's evidence 
or any explanation of his absence, it will be a defiance of what has 
always been the proper procedure. 

“It Sir Oswald complains m this court or anvwhere else,” continued 
Mr. Silverman, “it is his duty to be here and to mve evidence, If 
he as not to be called, I shall enter the strongest possible protest 
against the case being dealt with in this nebulous, indeterminate. and 
unsatisfactory fashion.” 

Mr. Silverman expressed the opinion that it was the duty of the 
prosecution to ask for a subpcena if Mosley refused to come to court, 

Mr. J. L. Rankin, the magistrate, said the court must first hear 
the evidence for the prosecution, Mr. Silverman could refer to his 
point before the case was conunitted for trial, if it was to be committed. 

“It as the oldest possible principle of English criminal law that 

the accused is entitled to be faced by his accuser,” rephed Mr. Silver- 
man, “ People will be inclined to ask what the prosecution is afraid 
of. Why are they afraid to produce the principal witness?” 
_ The accused was a few minutes late appearing in court, and Mr. 
Silverman explained that he had allowed him to attend a commis- 
sioner’s office to swear an affidavit: “This became necessary, he said 
owing to complaints made at the last hearing regarding certain articles 
in a newspaper, and it was then indicated that anv such complaints 
should be made in the High Court. ; 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day.

The New Immigration Restrictions 


Royal Commission's Alternative to Partition 
[From Ou; Correspondent JERUSALEM, October 24thi} 


A new factor has entered the situation with the publication of a 
draft Ordinance by the Palestine Government in which lemslative effect 
will be given, upon its promulgation in a month's time, to the “ poltical 
high level” of immigration laid down by the Palestine Royal Com- 
mussion as a measure to be employed if it were decided not to adopt 
Partition. The High Commissioner has been vested with powers, to be 
used at his “ unfettered discretion.’ for the prescription of a maximum 
aggrecate number of grants any specified period and for 
prescribing the maximum number in any category; and to decide, 
without reference to the principle ot economic absorptive capacity, 
which is one of the pillars of the Mandate, as to the maximum aggregate 
number of members of “the Jewish race” and their mumbers within

Palestine as a Crown Colony 
Growing Enthusiasm for the Project 


Business Men and British Officials in Favour 


[From our Correspondert— JERUSALEM, October 24th] 


On July 9th last, the High Court for Palestine refused an appheation 
by Mr. Max Seligman, of Tel-Aviv, appearing as petitioner on behalf of 
a group of Anglo-Jewish and other residents in that city, to make 
absolute an order nisi calling upon the Southern District Commissioner 
at Jaffa to show cause why he should not grant a request to register 
the * Palestine Crown Colony Assocation ” under the Law of Societies. 

In the course of the argument it transpired that Mr. W. J. Fitzgerald, 
the Attorney-General, Was not averse to the registration of the Society 
as such, his main objection being to the fact that, under present legal 
Provisions, such a course would be unconstitutional. He would be 
happy, he told the Court, to consider an amendment of the law to 
meet the wishes of the tounders of the Palestine Crown Colony 
Assocation. 

It is interesting to read the correspondence which then passed 
between the Attorney-General and Mr. Seligman, who has been 
indefatigible in his efforts to obtain authonty for the proposed 
Association, 

On July 13th, Mr. Seligman wrote to the Attorney-General and 
thanked him for his “ considerate attitude in the High Court applca- 
tion ...and your verbal promise that you would cause the present Law 
ol Societies to be altered so as to make the registration of political 
SOCIETIES possible.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald answered to the effect that it was his intention to 
submut an amendment of the law at an early date, adding that “ for 
reasons which you will appreciate, I should prefer to defer action until 
after the debate in Parhament and the meeting of the Permanent 
Mandates Commission.” 

The next step was taken by Mr. Seligman, who. on his return 
on October 7th from a visit.to London, wrote to the Attornev-General 
stating that while he was in London “ supporters of the [Crown Colony | 
movement in legal circles there expressed the view that. having regard 
to the Report of the Royal Commission, the decision of the High Court 
was wrong.’ They suggested to him that if there were no immediate 
change in the law a new. set of Rules should be submitted and a fresh 
application made to the High Court. 

In his reply four days later, Mr. Fitzgerald agreed that “it is 
desirable that the Ottoman Law of Societies should be amended. If 
you care to forward me the views of your Association as to the form 
the amendment should take, I will give them my careful consideration,” 
he went on. “ Neither I nor my Government have any strong opinions 
on the subject, and there is no reason why your recommendations 
should not be accepted.” eg 

Mr. Seligman and his Commuttee in Tel-Aviv are now engaged in 
formulating their views on the proposed amendment and in drafting a 
new set of rules that will enable the Crown Colony Association to be 
registered. 

The principal object of the Association, as its name implies, is to 
initiate and conduct propaganda with a view to securing the conversion 
of the present Mandated regime in Palestine into a Crown Colony within 
the British Empire. In the course of conversations which your 
Correspondent had in Tel-Aviv and Jerusalem with leading members of 

the provisional Committee of the Association, it was evident that the 
idea is gaining ground that a Crown Colony might be the most 
effective alternative to the scheme for “ tripartite Partition.” | |

The Director of this 
Uepartment has been asked by the Royal Society of London to carry 

it researches into Kala Azar which will take several years to com- 
miete. The same departinent has also succeeded in devising a success- 
‘ul method of preventing the cattle disease, Theileria, which up to 
recently cost the country many thousands of pounds annually in losses 
animals, 


Handicap of Leck of Funds 


As may be seen from this short sketch, work at the Hebrew Univer- 
“ity is at very different stages of development in the different branches 
vt Natural Science. This is partly due to insufficient funds. There 
are no courses in Applied Mathematics, Theoretical Physics, Mineralogy, 
snd Geography, and apparatus and laboratories are insufficrent for the 
‘ork at present carried out in experimental physics, and in some of the 
»vranches of chemistry, particularly organic, Zoology, and Physiology. 
Another urgent need is a scientific periodical devoted to local problems. 

It is interesting to note that in the Faculty of Science an entire 
‘echmeal terminology has had to be created. The University has 
‘o-operated actively with the Vaad Halashon (the Central Committee 
‘or the Preservation and Development of the Hebrew Language), which 
as been working on the creation of Hebrew scientific terminology for 
‘any years. The Bible and the Talmud are the main sources of those 
uw words which are constructed jointly by philologists and scientists. 

A decisive factor in the development of the Science Depart- 
‘nents was the decision of the Board of Governors, taken in 1935, that 
‘he Faculty of Seience should be established under the general direction 
ot Dr, Chaim Weizmann (represented during his absence by an acting 
Dean, the author of these notes). Since the founding of this Faculty. 
the teaching scope of the departments has been widened, the staff 
has been increased, and new departments and laboratories have been 
equipped, But even so the Faculty has not progressed as rapidly as 
had been hoped, or as rapidly, even, as the Faculty of Humanities. 
This has been due neither to lack of effort nor to a lack of suitable 
scientists in the Jewish academic world, but almost entirely to the 
niversity’s lack of funds,

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Neglect of Problem Children 
A SERIOUS DEFECT IN ERETZ YISRAEL 


Undermining the Future 


In the process of the building up of Palestine the clildren—the 
future Jews of the country—are being sadly neglected. This is the grave 
complaint which Mrs. Madeline Epstein, who comes into intimate daily 
contact with the juven- 
le life of the Holy Land, 
tuakes in the course of 
the following imterview 
which I have had with 
her (writes a representa- 
tive of THe JEWISH 
CHRONICLE). 

Mrs. Epstein qualified 
as «a nurse at the 
Lebanon Hospital, New 
York, became an inspec- 
tor in the New York 
Health Department, and 
went out to Palestine in 
1918 as a member of the 
American umt of 
Hadassah. (1t was during 
this journey that she met 
her future husband, Dr. 
Kepstein, son ot Dr. 
Lewin Epstein, the 
founder of Rehovot.) 

She has pronounced 
views on the child prob- 
lem: in Palestine. *“ This 
problem,” slie began, 
“has caused those deal- 
ing with it increasing 
anxiety; it has now 
become acute. 

“We have about 100,000 children in Palestine, of whom 10,000 are 
problem children. That is to say, they are either neglected or are 
rphans, delinquents, and mental defectives, and, m general, children 
who cannot somehow ‘find their way’ and who need the mght kind 
guidance. 

Among the reasons she gave for this were: first, that too httle 
thought has been given to juvenile hfe in Palestine in connection with 
the building up of the country; secondly, that general preoccupation 
with the political situation has led to the nustaken policy of neglecting 
these httle ones: and, thirdly, that sincé the influx of the 1mmugrants 
from Germany and Poland, the attention that was nghtly given to the 
children of these unmicrants has led to the overlooking of the claims 
of the other children: 

Mrs. Epstein described the consequences of all this neglect as nothing 
short of appalling, and made the alarming statement that Jewrsh 
juvenile delinquency in Palestine was increasing at a rapid rate. 


Necessity for Computsory Education 


Mrs. Epstein also referred to the fact that there was no compulsory 
education in Palestine. 

“It is well known,” she said, “that if a cluld is kept busy and 
interested if will keep out of mischief and will refrain from mus- 
demeanour. Our greatest problem,” she told me, “is that we have 
not the homes where we can place the cluldren, giving them an elemen- 
tary education and teaching them trades or agnecultural work. . Efforts 
should be made to enlarge the existing institutions. 

“With the necessary funds, a home could be built in the Emek. 
I beheve plans are on foot for such a home. We have some very 
promusing material at our command, and all that is necessary would 
be a home where they could obtain an elementary scliool education 
and tramimng im agneulture. It is the ardent hope of the Jews in 
Palestine that these children should be abserbed on the land.” 

Speaking coniparatively, Mrs. Epstein painted to the country of her 
buth—she was born in Providence, Rhode Island—and to England, 
where the Government provided the necessary help. “In Palestine,” 
she complained, “ the Government will not help us.” 

She stressed what could be done for the child in Palestine if only 
they were provided with the possibilities to do it. She mentioned the 
Guggenhenn Playgrounds, which were used by schoolchildren in the 
atternoons, and suggested that, sincé they had so many children of 
school age who did not attend school and instead loitered about in the 
streets, oiten getting themselves into trouble, these playgrounds should 
be sitilised in the various districts in which they were situated for 
the purpose of taking, say, a hundred in the forenoon, and giving 
them their breakfast, a shower bath, and an-elementary education. 
They could algo be taught a trade and proyded with their lunch. 

But, here again, the scheme could not be put into force without the 
necessary funds. “O for some Jewish Nuffield to act as a fairy god- 
father to these httle ones,” said Mrs. Epstein. ete 

Next we talked about the other serious Aspect of the problem—that 
of the. homeless kiddies, due. to overcrowded housing, conditions. 

Mrs. Epsteyn here revealed another sorry state of affairs, saying 
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that there were cases where parerits, grandparents, together wit}, , 
or nine children, were huddled together im one room ! 

Such a revolting life leads some of the children to leave thei; |, ies 
thus innocently aggravating an already grave problem. “ How.” ,, lind 
Mrs. Epstein, “ can we say we are building up a Jewish Nationa} {1.,,,,,. 
unless the Jewish child is properly looked after! Surely th. 
should come first and foremost in our thoughts. But, so far. |, 
been neglected.” 


Society Needed for the Prevention of Cruelty 


She pointed also to the absence in Palestine of a much... 
organisation—a Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to ()), 
“For is it not.” she asked, “the height of cruelty to childre: 
they are so neglected that the city streets of Palestine are «) 
with homeless children? The result is a rapid increase in 
delinquency.

But at might these homeles 
ure to be found sleeping in parked buses, under trucks, in dow 
and on rubbish heaps. At nudmght and in the early morning 
these lugubnous, ragged, and most pathetic-looking Childrer 
covered with sores, emerge from their hiding places and scou! 
looking for food. Should the food found in the rubbish cans 
the cafés and restaurants bye inadequate, steahng is the next 1 
For food they must have. This is the first step to crime. 

Most shocking is the report or juvenile pickpockets. lt 
reported that ‘these bovs, aged from ten to fourteen, excel in 
of pocket-picking, and are slick at the job.”

CHANCE FOR AN AGREED SOLUTION 


From Mr. A. ALEXANDER 
To the Editor of Tur Jewisa CHRONICLE 


Sir.—The article on “ The Influence of Egypt “ from your Diplomatic 
Correspondent in your issue of October 8th gives expression to views

[It would be ungenerous in the extreme not to acknow!edge the deep 
debt of gratitude that we owe to the people of Egypt and then 
successive Governments for their handling of the situation during th: 
past vears. And Heaven knows temptation and opportunity towards 
other courses have not been wanting ! 

Modern Egypt, so young in the responsibilities ‘of government, has 
its hands absolutely clean on the Jewish question and stands as an 
example that might well be followed by so-called older and more 
mature States. Perhaps it is that the lessons. of history are too 
deeply unpressed upon Egypt to be seriously challenged by the hysteria 
of our times, which are but as a day compared with the millenary 
chromicled history of this country. 


An Example For Palestine 


Quite apart from the Moslem-Jewish situation in Egypt, there 
is the Anglo-Egyptian position now consecrated by the Treaty of 
goodwill and alliance between Egypt and Great Britain. Differences 
that have constituted one ot the world’s Pha por problems, that Wao back 
lor over fifty years, and in certain aspects more than one hundred 
years, that have been accompanied by hate, revolt, and repression, 
beside which the difficulties of Palestine fade into insigmificance, have 
now been settled, and the Treaty of Peace between England and Kgvpt 
stands out as the most constructive effort at peace-Imaking since the 
South African settlement. | 


The cordial and gracious relations now existing between Egypt and 
Great Britain should surely be brought in aid to aasist in solving 
the problem of Palestine, which represents so vital an interest to 
Great Britain and to her ally, Egypt, the most powertul neighbour 
o: Palestine, with its predominant interest in the future development 
ft Palestine, with all that it means for the economic eo 
the two countries and the ever-present problems of 
cefence. 

We consider that there are here all the elements ‘which wise and 
generous statesmanship should be able to use with decisive results. 
We carnestly trust that the opportumity will be most carefully eon- 
sidered by all those who are interested in an agreed solution of the 
problem of Palestine. We are convinced that much could be achieved 
towards peace in‘ Palestine through the good offices of the 
Government, operating with the goodwill of the British Government, 
the support of the Jewish people and the world of Islam. that looks 
so much to Egypt for spiritual and political guidance. We would call 
attention to the recent declarations of the Egyptian representative at 
the Assembly of the League of Nations, and. although the practical 
proposals made by Egypt are open to obvious objections by Jewry 
and Great Britain, the lofty sentiments which pervade the declarations 
are beyond. criticism. A Government inspired by such sentiments is 
well qualified for the good offices to which I have referred.

‘elt virtually without a land reserve. It was ditlicult to contemplate a 
‘nore embarrassing situation for the Zionist Movement, at an hour 
when the political future of Palestine hung in the balance. It meant 
in effeet that they were unable to proceed on any measurable scale 
With agricultural settlement. Their undeveloped land was limited to 
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the residential area in Emek Zebulun and the Northern Section. which 
had still got to be drained. The small plots in various parts of the 
country, which first be consolidated by frorthye r pure ha OCS bys lore 


setticment could take place, were very insignificant. Even this insignifi- 


cant area was more than counterbalanced by over-populated settles 
ments, for which additional land must be acquired immediately to 
enable the settlers to produce enough for their subsistence. 

Mr. Schen said it was fair to assume that once they could proceed 
with large-scale agricultural settlement, it would automatically lift the 
heavy clouds from the economic position in Palestine. They were 
faced with a situation which had no parallel in the annals of the 
J.N.E. They started the year without land for agricultural settlement. 
This fact made their problem to-day more difficult and more urgent 
than ever. 

“Our great-land redemption work,” said Mr. Schen, “began in the 
Kimek Jezreel; it was followed first by Emek Zebulun and then by 
Kkmek Hepher, and now we are redeeming Envek Hayarden, We shall 
oncentrate on Galilee, but we shall not neglect Judea, nor shall we 
delay the expansion of the four Emeks; neither shall we give up our 
hope oft settlement in the hull

Call For Arab-Jewish Co-operation 


PROFESSOR 3S. Bropersky paid tnbute to the work of Mr. Solomon, 
and wished Protessor Wright. success, The future of thew werk, he 
said, depended upon Galilee. Dealing with the latest developments 
in Palestine, Professor Brodetsky declared that if the course of action 
launched by the Government were continued until there was _ real 
liberty of thought and of speech established for the Arabs in Palestine, 
then it would be a good deal easier to discuss the whole problem of that 
ountry. It was perfectly clear that the future of Palestine and the 
future of the Jewish people in connection with that country were, to a 
large extent, affected by the relationship between them and the Arabs 
in that country, whether there was Partition or not. The hope of the 
Jewish people at the present moment was to do something in Palestine 
which would begin the solution of the Jewish problem, and the solution 
of the Jewish problem meant the turning of the course of history of the 
Jewish people from that wandernng of 2,000 years to a home where 
that wandering would cease. {Applause.) Unless Zionism meant that, 
unless Palestine meant that, then Zionism and Palestine meant little or 
nothing to them. He hoped that the Arabs would realise that they 
had two choices—they could join with them to develop Palestine and 
to make of it a country that shall re-create that histone greatness 
which was associated with that territory, or they could refuse to be 
associated with this development and try to keep apart from it, and 
in that way condemn themselves to remain in the desert as they had 
remained for so many generations. He beheved that the Arabs in 
Palestine would have the sense to realise where real happiness and 
success lav not only for the Jews, but also for themselves and their 
Arab brethren in the countries surrounding Palestine. (Applause.) 


EDUCATION CONFERENCE 


The education cénference was presided over by PROFESSOR SAMSON 
RIGHT. | 

“review on the year’s work was presented by Rasst Dp. L. 
Raprnowrrz, the Chaimnan of the Education Department. 

Rabbi Dr. Rabinowitz said the year under review had been one of 
eonsolidation rather than of rapid progress. After outlining some of the 
activities he said that two new departures had to be recorded. One 
was a “wall newspaper” named * Palestine Calling,” on which were 
depicted different aspects of the life and activities of Palestine. The 
other departure was the temporary appointment of Mr. Menzel, a 
Palestine educationist, as an organiser of the work of this department. 
Dr. Rabinowitz made it clear that they by no means limited themselves 
to the one aspect of land purchase, however important it was. Every- 
thing connected with the upbuilding of Palestine they regarded as the 
sphere of their activities. He appealed for better co-operation from the 
schools, and paid tribute to the work of Dr. Nathan Morris. 

Dr. NarHan Morris referred to the question of establishing regular 
eontacts with Palestine... He had great hopes that the representatives 
of Habonim who would go to Palestine each year under the 
Palestine Travelling Scholarships Scheme would help them to establish 
the necessary contact at the Palestine end. 

Mr. Hersert M. Apier pleaded that their teaching of Palestine and 
Zionism should be an integral part of their whole curriculum. _ |

Ribbentrop as Protector of Islam 
Pan-Arab Propaganda From Berlin

The Cabinet's Changed Attitude 


Partition to be Dropped ? 
SIR ARTHUR WAUCHOPE’'S SUCCESSOR 


[From our Diplomatic Correspondent | 


In the House of Commons on Thursday of last week the Colonial 
Secretary announced that in view of the renewed outbreak of terrorism 
in Palestine it would be impossible for the proposed new Commission 
of Inquiry into the question of Partition to proceed to the Holy Land 
until law and order had been couipletely vindicated and restored. At 
the same tume Mr. Ormsby-Gore, faithful to his Bourbonesque outlook, 
still sought to convey to Parliament the impression that the purpose of 
that Commission, which has vet to be appointed, was not merely to 
explore anew the possibilities of Partition, but to implement a decision 
the very principle of which is still unendorsed’ by both the British 
Parliament and the Council of the League. However. the longer the 
appointment of the Commission itself is delayed the stronger will be 
the already widespread conviction among all who are not irrevocably 
committed that Partition will never become an accomplished fact. 

Indeed, the time is perhaps not so far distant when the realities of 
the situation in the Middle East. and a more far-sighted concern for 
the permanent interests of Zionism and of the unhappy Jews of Central 
and Eastern Europe, will compel Mr. Ormsby-Gore to go back on his 
obdurate prepossessions. Only a little while back he was telling us 
that in no circumstances would the British Government agree to the 
institution of repressive measures against the agitators. Nevertheless, 
the latest developments have proved that even our Colonial Office 
must sometimes disayow its previous declarations, although the strony 
hand now being employed by the Palestine authorities is doubtless 
the outcome rather of pressure on the Cabinet exerted by the Foreign 
Othice and the new General Officer Commanding-in-Chief on the spot 
than of the Colonial Secretary's personal initiative. The appointment 
of Sir Charles Tegart, whose handling of the Indian terrorists has been 
both masterful and masterly, as Special Police Adviser to the Palestine 
Government, is but one indication of the new temper and resoluteness 
of the Cabinet in the matter. It may well be thatthe technical 
ormssion to proclaim martial law openly and formally is really no more 
than a “diploniatie’ fiction designed té save the face ‘of the right hon.

Mr. H. G. Wells and Palestine 


From Mr. M. DOMNITZ 


To the Editor of Tue JewisnH CHRONICLS 


Srr,—‘' Watchman ”’ performed a signal service recently in taking up 
Mr. H. G. Wells’ challenge that nothing began in: Palestine or was worked 
For Mr. Wells is guilty either of a change of heart or does 
not expect us to regard his own works seriously. In his magnum opus 
the ‘‘ Outline of History,”’ he paints a glowing picture of the great forces 
originating in Palestine that have had a fundamental effect on the history 
of the world. Let Mr. Wells speak for himself: 

“We are now in a position to place in their proper relationship to 
this outline of human history the Israelites and the most remarkable 
collection of ancient documents, that collection which is Known to all 
Christian peoples as the Old Testament. We find im these documents the 
most interesting and valuable lights upon the development of civilisation, 
and the clearest indications of a new spirit that was coming into human 
affairs during the struggles of Egypt and Assyria for predomimance in 
the world of men,” 

Of the prophets he writes: 7 

“ For these books are almost the earliest and certainly the best evidence 
of the appearance of a new kind of leading in human affairs. The Hebrew 
prophets, and the steady expansion of their ideas towards one God in all 
the world, is a parallel development of the free conscience of mankind, 
From this time onwards there runs through human thought, now weakly, 
and obscurely, now gathering power, the idea of one rule in the world, 
and of a promise and a possibility of an active and splendid peace and 
happiness in human affairs. From being a temple religion of the old 
type, the Jewish religion becomes, to a large extent, a prophetic and 
creative religion of a new type. Prophet succeeds prophet, 

Later on, there was born a prophet of unprecedented power, whose 
followers founded the creat universal religion of Christianity, Stil later, 
Muhammad, another prophet, appears in Arabia and founds Islam, | In 
spite of very distinctive features of their own, these two teachers do in 
& manner arise out of and in succession to these Jewish prophets. 
is the besiness of the historian fo record tie appearance of great constructive 
ideas. Two thousand four hundred years ago, the ideas of the moral 
unity of mankind and of a world peace comes into the world.” er 

Was H. G. Wells, the historian, addressing the British Association ? 
Let us hope that the viewpoint expressed by Mr. Wells, in his most recent 
utterance regarding Palestine, will not find its way into the next edition 
of his ‘‘ Outline of History *"!

last seventy vears.. The recular labours of the Board began on July Ist, 
1867. the building ol the ar School, Y ork street, now known iis 
Cheetham toad. 

From its meeption, the founders of the Board were anxious not to 
pCrise the applicants tor assistance 
to tind them suitable employment ; 


They tried, wherever possible. 
granted loans without onterest 
for business purposes, and helped other artisan applicants by providing 
them with tools and materials. The young, as they left school, were 
induced to become craftsmen, and apprenticeshup were 
paid. The great majority of the persons so helped proved by theu 
after careers the wisdom ol the Board's action. 

In the case of widows, orphans the ack, and aged people, reliat is 
piven to them in cash, coal, or food, The Board « rredical otticer 
attends poor patients mn them homes. 

The Loan Department grants loans without interest or fees upon 
approved sureties for business and tndustrial and the seal 
ot repayment ts very moderate Most of ‘those assisted in this way 
are market-men, hawkers, or other persons who are not State-insured 
and who are helped by these loans to tide them over ditheult times 
It says much for their honesty and perseverance that the armeunt 
of bad debts on the Board's books ts almost nil 

In 1894, the Board removed to 18, Knowsley Street, and in 1911, 
through the generous gift of rts then President, Alderman L. Franken- 
burg. J.P.. 1t was housed in its present premuses, 184, Cheetham Hl! 
Road, which were opened by Lord Derby. The-+ Board works im 
co-operation with most of the chantable orgamsations in the cit: 
The Clerk, Mr. Isaac Ephraim, is in daily attendance at the office to 
interview, advise, and assist deserving applicants. 

The size of the Board's work has grown tremendously. In its first 
year, £750 was given out in rehef; m 1906, £1,461; and m 1921, £7,755. 
In 1936, its total expenditure was £9,899. It was explained at the last 
annual meeting of the Board that there were 170 fixed family cases 
always on the books, which accounted for nearly £5,000. In 1936, 
the support from the Jewish Community amounted to £3,708. It is 
doubtful whether the Board could have kept its doors open were 1t 
not for the substantial grants made to it by the Manchester and Salford 
Public Assistance Committees.

Anti-Jewish Ban at North London Clu). 
CO-OPERATORS' OPPOSITION TO LOAN 
[From a Correspondent] 


Strong objections to an alleged ban on Jews said to be in force at the 
laberal and Radical Club, in Tottenham, N., were voiced by large sections 
of Co-operative members at the London Co-operative Society's quarterly 
meetings held last week and this week. The objections were voiced in 
onnection with the L.C.S. Management Committee’s request for the 
onftirmation of a loan of £500 made to the Club. This ts a second loan to 
the Club, being supplementary to a loan of £6,500 confirmed at the 
previous quarterly meetings in July. At that time, the allegations as to 
the Club’s anti-Jewish attitude were made only at the sectional meeting 
it Holloway, and the members there almost unanimously opposed the 
oan. 

By the time the present quarterly meetings were reached, the allegations 
had been widely spread, and the total vote in opposition to the confirma- 
tion of the £500 additional loan reached the high figure of 792, as against 
1.051 m favour. The oppositional figure is all the more significant in 
view of the fact that the loan had already been made to the Club, and 
a vote against it was therefore a definite challenge to the Management 
Committee's action. It was stated by one member at the final meeting 
at the C.W.S. premises in Leman Street on Monday that he had visited 
the Club and had learnt that the anti-Jewish ban was, in fact, being 
practised,

_ Hyams Plucky But Unlucky 


After fighting pluckily for five rounds with a rapidly swelling eve, Jack 
Hyams was forced to retire at the end of the eleventh round of his 
contest with Jock McAvoy for the British Middleweight Championship at 
Belle Vue, Manchester, on Monday night, writes THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
Manchester correspondent. McAvoy weighed in at llst. l5oz., and 
Hyams at list. 5ib. lloz. 

In the first round, Hyams had the champior guessing, and got in some 
hard blows; and in the second round he gave McAvoy severe punishment 
with his straight left. McAvoy pulled up a’ great deal in the third and 
fourth rounds, however, and began to attack with vigour, He forced the 
Jewish lad a few times into a corner, and pummelled him severely ; but 
the fifth round was even, The sixth round found McAvoy definitely on 
the warpath, and Hyams took a great deal of punishment. In one of the 
clinches, Hyams’ eye was badly bruised, and this eventually proved to be 
the cause of his downfall. 

During the next three rounds, Hyams was on fhe defensive, doing his 
best to keep out of the way of the champion’'s right. By the time the 
tenth round came, Hyams’ le![t eye was nearly closed yet he managed to 
shake McAvoy considerably. In the eleventh, McAvoy got Hyams once 
again in a corner, and knocked him groggy with three right hooks to. the 
jaw. It was becoming difficult for Hyams to carry on the fight with 
any Vigour, and it was therefore no surprise when it was announced that 
Ilyams had retired and that Jock McAvoy retained his championship. 

Although McAvoy was the local favourite, Hyams came in for a good 
deal of applause, and there was general sympathy for him when he had 
to give up. McAvoy was far from fresh by then, and it is by no means 
certain that he would have won on points had the contest gone its. full 
length. 

McAvoy’s punching was erratic but full of force when it did land, 
whereas Hyams did not seem to make the best of the openings which he 
skilfully manceuvred, His greatest drawback, as of old, was the lack of 
power behind his punch, a fault which be has never been able to over-

PROFITS EXCEED £2,000,000 
SIR AUCKLAND GEDDES ON COPPER POSITION 


The fifteenth annual ordinary general meeting of the Rhokana Corporation, 
Limited, was held on October 27th at Southern House, London, E.C. 

The Rt. Hon. Sir Auckland CC. Geddes, P.C., G.C.M.G., K.C.B. (the Chair- 
man), said that the profit and loss account showed a final figure of profit of 
£2,019,866 carried to the balance-sheet. That was after making provision 
on the one side for taxation of £94,257 and after taking in on the other 
side a gross dividend from Mufulira Copper Mines, Ltd., of £144,826. After 
making the appropriations for depreciation reserve account and development 
reserve account, the Directors had decided to appropriate to the general 
reserve account out of the balance of profit £300,000. They had also decided 
to recommend the payment of a final dividend of 37} per cent., less tax, on 
the ordinary and “A” shares. 

Looking back on the financial vear as a whole, he thought its outstanding 
feature was the series of extraordinary changes in the copper markets of the 
world. The average price for cash standard copper on the London Metal 
Exchange had risen from £34 18s. lid... per long ton for the year ended 
June 20th. 1936, to £50 9s. Sd. for the year ended June 30th, 1937. In 
spite of various increases of production by the copper producers and the 
final removal of all restrictions on January lith, 1937, the price of copper 
had continued to rise until it had reached its peak of £78 2s. 6d. on 
March llth.

INCREASED COPPER CONSUMPTION 

Various causes had been ascribed for the high prices not only of copper, 
but of other base metals, reached in the spring of the year, but, making 
all ellowances for the factor of speculation, which had undoubtedly assisted 
in raising prices to their highest levels, the fact remained that the real con- 
sumption of.copper outside the United States over the whole year had shown 
a substantial increase over the preceding year. Although the monthly rate 
of consumption at present was somewhat below the highest monthly figure 
for the calendar year, it still made a very satisfactory showing. 

Turning to their mining operations at Nkana and Mindola, there had 
been a substantial reduction in their operating costs, even after taking into 
account for the year under review a new charge for the Bonus and Provident 
Fund. The increased demand for copper during the year, and the consequent 
increase in their production had caused considerable expansion in the scale 
of their operations. The total tonnage of ore hoisted during the year was 
2,663,100 short tons, compared with 1,766,174 short tons in the previous year, 
and the production of fine copper in the form of blister and electrolytic 
totalled 75,254 long tons, as compared with 50,399 long tons for the previous 
year.

Dreyfus Play at the “Q” 
| ACCUSE 


The Dreyfus affaire is one of those rare stories in history which 
bristle at every point with drama, even with melodrama Hence im 
telling it on the stage the ordinary process has to be reversed. There 
is no occasion to search for the exciting and the theatmeal. but rather 
to know how to find material for the quieter passages. 


In this play at the ** Q,.”’ written by Mr. Hans Rehfisch and adapted 
by Mr. Jamés Agate, Dreyfus does not appear. The hero ts Zola, the 
doughty chammon who fought against the tide of offimal rottenness 
for the true fame of France. As a play, this mece. suffers in two respects 
I rather doubt if anyone unacquainted with the mass of complications 
of the Dreyfus case could easily understand the story. or sift into some- 
thing like logical sequence the vast heap of intmgue, forgery, blackmail, 
treachery, prejudice, bigotry, and virtue which the happenings involved 
Then again, the necesary selection resulted in a certain scrappiness which 
continually broke the dramatic rmterest. 

Three preces of acting stand out for their bnillance: Wilham Devlin’s 
delicate and subtle portrait of Zola; D. A. Clarke-Smith’s faultless 
creation of the swaggering swindler Esterhazy; and the quiet conviction 
which George Relph lent to an onginal conception of Colonel Picquart.

“Punch and Judy” 
GUYING THE DICTATORS 


The trouble about our modern versions of the dictator pest is that 
they are intrinsically so ridiculous that the poor playwrght who seeks 
to make fun of therm is soon left well behind by the facts. 


This has been the fate of Mr. Val Gielgud, whose ** Punch and Judy,”’ 
at the Vaudeville Theatre, boldly stakes its claim in Ruritania, presents 
us with a dictator named Hentzau-——and at the same time Frank Cellier 
with opportunities for some delicious acting—and plays its humour largely 
upon the romantic weaknesses which seem to be in the very air of that 
mythical land. Hentzau has risen from beimg a New York bank clerk 
to be dictator of Ruritania. His party ts financed by 4 lovely lady 
(Carol Goodner., blonde and hard-borled American who 
poses as, but refuses to be, his wife. Hentzau eventually loses his dictator- 
ship through being unable to hve up to his own silly decrees for 
compulsory families. 

Apart from very delightful acting by Mr. Cellier, and a brittle, some- 
what unvaried, but very lively performance by Miss Goodner, there is 
good work by Alee Clunes, Bruce Winston, and Arthur Powell. Perhaps 
if the author had aimed his shafts more at the weaknesses peculiar to 
the dictator pest, instead of selecting so many of those common to all 
mankind, the play would be more effective. 


“Waters of Jordan” 
A TILT AT ORTHODOX MEDICINE 


Mr. Christopher Steele had a first-rate theme for this play of his 
which was presented at the Arts Theatre Club. At least three-quarters 
of his story was highly interesting drama. With such excellent qualities 
it only requires some overhauling of dialogue and a little structural 
reshaping for the piece to have every chance of general public success. 

The story presents the grand dilemma of a doctor whose son is 
afflicted with a disease which the orthodox medical profession regard as 
practically incurable, the only hope lying in surgery. But a ‘‘ quack ”’ 
offers to cure the young man without operation, and does so. The 
*“ regular *’ doctor’s position is, of course, extremely difficult, and the 

_ play offers a chance for an impassioned plea for the General Medical 
Council to break down their Trade Union exclusiveness and at least 
to take the trouble to investigate unorthodox cures which have evidence 
of success. 

It is so refreshing to find a play dealing with a subject that affects 
vitally everybody, that one’s interest easily survives the blemishes hinted 
at. Winifred Evans gave a well-balanced portrait of the doctor’s wife. 
Julan d’Albie presented the doctor with grace and restrained feeling, 
and John Glyn-Jones brought a rare and fascinating personality to the 
character of the ‘* quack.’’ He has the art of fixing attention upon 
himself without the aid of mannerism or acting tricks—an impressive 
performance.

Viado Perlemutter's Technique 


The spate of exceptionally talented young artists with which we have 
been flooded these past three vears shows no sign of abating. And the 


strange thing is. that no matter what the school in which they have 
learnt, no matter who the master with whom they have * finished 


off,” they all, with rare exceptions, display AMAZING technique but 
little real insight into the spirit of the music. 

Viado Perlemutter. who gave a pianoforte recital at the Wigrnore 
Hall on Thursday evetung of last week, varies a little from the rule, 
but chiefly in tie direction of even more amazing techmque than usual. 
Here are hands that can speed over the keyboard at a dazzling pace,

For she 
possesses a very flexible and responsive bowing arm, and her fingering 
is undeniably dexterous, as the Francoeur “Adagio and Allegro” 
especially demonstrated. Without those two prerequisites, she could 
not have made the Beethoven sonata half so interesting as she did, 
but again and again her pitch was a shade faulty, overtones were

Sabbath) [he reason for this ts. that 
pre-military training the actual 
school instruction are regarded—mis- 
takenly, one may think—as duties incum- 
bent upon a citizen, from which religious 
views cannot absolve him. = In cantons 
where religious holidays are not State 
holidays, the children are allowed, at the 
request of their parents, to attend worship 
during school hours, particulars 
advantage is taken of this by Catholics 
and Jews Parents are perfectly free to 
have their children taught in a private 
school of a denominational kind, but this 
type of education 1s not free nor ts it sub- 
sidised by the Government. In Switzer- 
land. as in other countries, there are 
sometimes difficulties about the use of 
history and other textbooks owing to 
religious issues. 

In Holland a great majority of parents, 
although of different creeds, hold that 
education ts an indivisible whole: they, 
as parents, have the first right to deter- 
mine its nature for thew children; they 
depute part of this right to the school, 
but it must be a first condition that the 
school education ts in harmony with that 
in the home. The prevalence of this view 
has led to the arrangement whereby the 
State gives equality of status and financial 
help to the provided and to the non- 
provided schools, in sharp distinction to 
the position in France and England. As 
for the State-provided schools they have 
the right to give religious instruction, but 
almost no use is made of this, since those 
parents who want a religious education 
for their children send them to. the 
denominational schools. Incidentally, no 
teacher in Holland may be a National 
Socialist. 

In France no subsidy from the State is 
granted to non-provided schools. Private 
schools enjoy considerable freedom, but 


they come under the indirect influence o! 
the State, as the State has the sole power 
of granting university degrees No 
religious teaching of any kind ts given by, 
State teachers (with the exception of the 
Alsace-Lorraine district, where special! 
dispositions are still in force), but neithe: 


is there any anti-religious propaganda 


Pupils are free to attend such religious ° 


classes as are chosen by ther parents 
outside the school, and, furthermore, a 
teacher of religion is allowed to give 
religious instruction. inside the lycée and 
the children are free to attend or not 
Ihe underlymg principle of French 
education is “ laicity ” Caicité), which ts 
not intended as official support for 
atheism, but as a guarantee of State 
neutrality and tolerance. 

Ihe English method ts diflerent trom 
the French—-at least in theory, if not 
necessarily in practice. In. this countr\ 
the State system of education 1s not con 
sidered—as it is France—-to be 
independent of all religious denomina- 
tions and free from all religious concep- 
tions. Religious teaching and worship 
(with the safeguard of a ~~ conscience 
clause") is provided by all schools, both 
elementary and secondary, which in any 
way come under State control. The great 
public schools and other independent 
schools nearly all maintain a_ simula! 
attitude against secularism. It seems to 
be usually felt in England that the teach- 
ing of morality is most effective when tt 
has a religious sanction. One of the 
speakers at the Oxford Conference 
referred to the experience of America and 
Russia, which had laicised their schools 
and had been searching ever since for a 
morality not rooted in religion. 

The new Education Act of 1936 shows 


the continued interest of the State in 


matters of religious education. Provision 
is made regarding the withdrawal ot 


children from school during periods ot 


religious instruction in order to obtain 
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alternate religious instruction elsewhere. 
for the first time in the history of the 
non-provided schools a local education 
authority is empowered to make them 
building or improvement grants. Ihe 
status of teachers in these denominationa! 
schools is now being closely watched by 
their professional organisations. Even 
outside the non-provided schools, it is 
unfortunate that in recent months an 
excess of religious zeal on the part of the 
local authorities has led to incidents 
which seem to endanger the religious 
liberty and freedom of conscience of the 
teachers. 

It is not always easy for the educa- 
tionist to reconcile the claims of religion 


and the demands of the State. Least ol 
all can Jews, who in all lands form a 
minority group, be indifferent to this 
problem. Moreover, events in Palestine 
compel a more resolute facing of its 
difficulties. Few can be satisfied with the 
present school system of the Va’ad Leumi 
(National Council of the 
Palestine), which comprises General 
schools, Mizrachi schools, and Labour 
schools. Neither the size of the school- 
going population nor the financial 
resources available warrants the luxury 
of such partial and overlapping methods 
Badly-paid teachers and ill-disciplined 
pupils may be among the unfortunate 
results.

HEBREW IN PALESTINE 


“PF air of Palestine makes people 
wise ——this old saying ts still an 
axiom of our tradition. In recent 

trmes, the saying has been refashioned 

and adapted to our national language. 

Ihe new version reads: the ai ol 

Palestine Hebrewises. ihe air -of 

Palestine—which itself 1s Hebrew-——will 

turn any Jew or Jewess coming from the 

Diaspora, as soon as he or she leaves the 

boat, into a “ Hebrew Jew,” if | may use 

the phrase—such was the hope always 
cherished by our spiritual leaders. Let 
the newcomers to Palestine breathe the 


“avira dara Yisrael". (the ai of 
Palestine}—so they preached for years 
and years--and Hebrew will immediately 
become their natural language, — the 


language of their daily intimate and social 
life. | am sorry to have to state that the 
reality in Palestine does not seem to have 
fulfilled this hope. Yet not only might 
the air of Palestine be considered as 
Hebrew itself; the very earth and heavens 
of Palestine——which. our great Prophets 
addressed when uttering some of thet 
immortal prophecies—abound in mem- 
ories of Hebrew as the flourishing and 
dominating language of ancient Palestine 
Nor is it confined to our glorious past 
alone. Present-day Palestine, too, is full 
of Hebrew. Hebrew is the dominating 
language in the public life of the Yishuv. 
in Press and theatre, in schools and other 
institutions. 

In spite of all this, the fact cannot be 
ignored that about 
Yishuv is unable to make adequate use 
of Hebrew. They do not read _ the 
Hebrew Press and __literature-—which 
means that they do not take a full and 
active part in the public life of the 
Yishuv By ignoring the. natural 
supremacy of our national language in 
Palestine, they themselves bar the way to 
their becoming equal and full citizens of 
that land. It is a deplorable and intoler- 
able position for those elements them- 
selves (about 120,000 Jews), even if they 
do not realise it, and for the Yishuv, the 
responsible bodies of which realise it 
quite well. Even before the mass migra- 
tion to Palestine which started with 
Hitler's rise to power, there were many 
circles of American, European, and 


Chalutzim in many of the ~ 


one-third of the | 


Oriental Jews who failed to keep pace 
with the development of the cultural life 
of the Yishuv. But things have become 
worse and the dangers to the cultural side 
of the Yishuv have grown rapidly since 
those years when Palestine suddenly 
became a country of exaggerated pros- 
perity, economically not justified, when 
thousands and thousands who had neo 
idea whatsoever of Judaism and Palestine, 
who were not even sufficiently aware that 
they were Jews, began to enter Palestine, 
where they hoped to regain their ™ lost 
paradise.” 

if the cultural training given to young 
Hachshara 
centres 1s not enough to turn those of 
them who had not enjoyed a thorough 
Jewish education into adequate “ cultural 
citizens’ Of Palestine, how much less 
fitted must be these thousands of middle- 
aged merchants, intelligentsia, and prac- 
tisers of the liberal professions who were 
suddenly reminded of their Jewishness. 
to which, however, they had no attach- 
ment and of which, indeed, they had no 
knowledge whatsoever While, on the 
one hand, the Chalutzim are cared for 
and supported materially and culturally 
by their “Hechalutz”-and the “Histadrut 
haovdim,” which exert great efforts to 
make these young people active partners 
in the cultural life of the Yishuv: while 
these Chalutzim are mostly. settled in the 
Kibbutzim, Kvutzot, and other types of 
agricultural colony—the middle-aged 
middie class, and intelligentsia settle 
mainly in the cities, where there is no 
guiding cultural support, and where they 
are left to themselves 

In this a great danger threatens the 
unity and homogeneity of the whole 
Jewish cultural renaissance in Palestine. 
and not merely as far as the Hebrew 
language is concerned. 

One should not blame the German 
Olim only for this. Many of them are 
doing their best to adapt themselves to 
the great Jewish cultural experiment and 
are even enriching it with their efforts. 
The German Jew has become a target 
for the Palestinian jesters (in much the 
same way as the “ Ostjude”™ was the butt 
of the “ Leitzim in wealthy and power- 
ful German Jewry of recent decades). 


but the many anecdotes about Ge 
Jews studying Hebrew in Palestin 
evidence of the fact that many ot! 
are really engaged in such studies 
may even be that an important mi 
awaits those “ Prussian” Hebraists 
is, to purify a little the Hebrew sp 
in some parts of Palestine and to de: 
Strate that even a spoken language 
be accurate and beautiful, informed 
the spirit of its glorious past. On 
other hand, great sections of the Ger: 
Alivah in Palestine are still men! 
and linguistically “ outsiders,” “ new 
observers,” but in no way real citiz 
If the years 1936-37 had brough! 
Palestine as much untrained mass-micre 
tion as the years 1933-35 did, the danzer: 
to the national cultural life of the Yis! 
could have been hardly imagined 
might have led-—even if only for a co 
paratively short transitory period 
real chaos, if the greater part ol 
Yishuv had been unable to identify tts 
with the language and cultural policy 
the leading bodies and had been excluc: 
for any length of time from all sph« 
of the public and cultural life of 
environment! 

Though. one must deeply regret 
deplorable weakening and stoppage 
Jewish immigration into Palestine, 
fact must recognised

In. 1885S she made an extensive stay 
abroad, renewing many friendships of het 
previous sojourn. She loved London 
and she spent a summer at Richmond 
When, later, she was stricken with a grave 
illness, which proved to be fatal, she 
found peace and comfort in the quiet 
English countryside. 

It was an Englishwoman who, perhaps, 
more than any one else, awakened her 
interest in Zionism, for it was after read- 
ing George Eliot's “ Daniel Deronda ” 
that Lazarus was inspired with 
enthusiasm for the Holy Land. Her 
dramatic poem, “ The Dance to Death,” 
written when she was profoundly moved 
by the persecutions in the carly 1880's of 
the Jews of Eastern Europe, was dedi- 
cated “in profound veneration and 
respect to the memory of George Eliot, 
the illustrious writer who did most among 
the artists of our day towards elevating 
and ennobling the spirit of Jewish 
nationality.” 

Emma Lazarus was born in New York 
in 1849 of Spanish-Jewish ancestry. In 
her early youth she attended the Syna- 
gogue with her family, but it was not 
long before she lost interest in the 
Orthodox forms of worship, and as she 
grew to womanhood her social contacts 
were almost entirely with non-Jews. 


to leave the historic scene. The more 
eomplicated the external conditions the 
greater must be our eflorts. 

It is time, however, that those who 
consider Jewish culture and the Hebrew 
movement merely from a Palestinian 
viewpoint, those who regard all the 
Hebrew work in the Diaspora purely as a 
kind of “ Hachshara ” for Palestine—and 
they are, unfortunately, practically the 
majority !—should really pay a little more 
attention to our Jewish cultural problems. 
If the Hebrew movement is “Hachshara”™ 
for Palestine, then make it at least an 
efficient “Hachshara.”

[hus the problem of “Hebrew in 
Palestine ” is in many respects inseparable 
from the problem of “ Hebrew in the 
Diaspora.” The problem of living Jewish 
culture is—notwithstanding the differing 
conditions imposed by our history 
and the realities of to-day—one and 
indivisible.

POET 


Her earliéSt poems were inspired by 
patriotism; when her art had matured 
she wrote several striking poems on 
American themes and she advocated the 
cultivation of a distinctive native art and 
literature. Mythological and classic sub- 
jects appealed to -her, and of those she 
wrote with cameo-like perfection. 

A frequent guest of the Emersons at 
Concord, she was guided early in_ her 
career by the great philosopher. As a 
contributor to the: most important of the 
American magazines, her genius was 
recognised by the literati of her own 
country and of Europe. 

Stull, spiritually, she remained. aloot 

from her own people, until an incident 
occurred which changed the whole trend 
of her thought and actions. 
As late as April, 1882, her article 
entitled ““ Was the Earl of Beaconsfield a 
Representative Jew?” was published in 
the CENTURY MAGAZINE. It was a critical 
appraisal of some Jewish characteristics, 
certain of which had manifested them- 
sclves in Disraeli. Already the rumblings 
of persecution against the Jews of Eastern 
Europe had roused the civilised world. 
England was the first country to raise its 
voice in protest, and in January, 1881. 
lHe Times had published a series of 
articles depicting the Russtan massacres 
and expulsions, the burning of Jewish 
homes, and the destruction of millions 
of dollars’ worth of Jewish property. 

By a coincidence, in this same number 
of the CENTURY appeared an article by 
Mme. Ragozin, a Russian, who defended 
Russia’s persecution of the Jews. Roused 
by the prejudice displayed in these argu- 


ments, Miss Lazarus, in the next number 
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of the magazine, replied to them with 
keen irony and forceful logic. Then 
came the great awakening of her latent 
Jewish spirit! 

Now she had a mission and her work 
took on new life. She became absorbed 
in the study of Hebrew, Jewish 
philosophy, and history. The themes of 
her poetry embraced Jewish history and 
Talmudic legend, as well as translations 
from the Spanish-Jewish poets, and her 
poems became more militant in character. 

She formed a circle of congenial spirits 
to further education among the Jews in 
Palestine, for she was convinced that the 
only solution of the Jewish question lay 
in the Holy Land. 

In a series of letters published in the 
AMERICAN HesrReEW, entitled “An Epistle 
to the Hebrews,” she expressed in force- 
ful prose her opinions of the status of 
Jewry among the peoples of the world. 
Writing of the persecutions of the Jews 
she said: 

“For our own share of the blame the only 


excuse was that we were utterly unprepared 
for the emergency. Yet, despite the horrors 


of the Inquisition, the anguish of the Middle 
Ages, the thinly veneered barbarism of certain 
European countries in our own day, we were 
not prepared to find ourselves suddenly swept 
back into the full current of medieval prin- 
ciples. On the eve of the Twentieth Century, 
we have not taken measures to guard even our 
weakest outposts against a revival of those 
social, or. rather, anti-social, forces which, we 
fancied, had been exterminated by the French 
and American Revolutions But the scales 
have fallen from our eyes and we can no 
longer remain blind to the fact that all the 
boasted civilisation of sixteen Christian 
centuries is not sufficient to protect us... 
against periodical recurrences of this disgraceful 
reaction. 

“ Woe unto us if we are taken unawares! 
We shall have only ourselves to blame if we 
are once more unprepared with remedy or 
refuge against the manifestations of this 
ineradicable antipathy ... Until we are all 
free, none of us are free.” 


‘This warning might have been written 
to-day, so applicable is it to conditions of 
our.own time. 

Most of the work of Emma Lazarus 
now’ appeared in the AMERICAN HEBREW, 
and her stirring poem, “ The Banner of 
the Jew,” was published in THE Critic 
with the deep appreciation of the editors 
of that magazine.

OLIVE OIL INDUSTRY IN PALESTINE 


HE olive is mentioned in the Bible 

as early as Genesis viii, 11, when the 

dove brought an olive leaf into the 
Ark. In Deuteronomy viii, 8, the olive is 
mentioned as the sixth of the seven 
principal products of Palestine, thus “a 
land of wheat and barley, vines, and fig 
trees and pomegranates; a land .of oil 
olive and honey.” To-day, olives take 
precedence over the vine, the fig, and 
the pomegranate, and rank, together with 
barley, as the principal crop after wheat. 
The average production of wheat its 
about 100,000 tons, with a value of, say, 
£P900,000; that of barley 40,000 tons, 
value £P200,000; and olive oil 5,000 tons, 
value £P200,000. Since the War, how- 
ever, citrus has become intrinsically more 
valuable than wheat. About ten-and-a- 
half million boxes of citrus fruit were 
exported in the 1936-37 season, which, at 
a value of, say, 4s. a box to the grower, 
represents a total value of £P2,100,000: 

It is noteworthy that, whereas in Bible 
days the Hebrews must have cultivated 
the whole of the area under olives, 
practically all the olive trees are now cul- 
tivated by Arab-peasants. Most of these 
trees are hundreds of years old. 

The garden of Gethsemane (which in 
the original Hebrew is Ma, 
meaning an oil press) at the foot 
of the Mount of Olives still contains some 
yery large gnarled trees, said to be the 
oldest in Palestine and over a thousand 
years old. The proprietor of the present 
Herzlia Hotel at Safed believes that some 
of the olive trees in the front garden of 
his hotel are about 1,800 years old; any- 
how, they can provide comfortable 
accommodation in their old hollow trunks 
for two persons standing upright, or for 
his garden tools. I have eaten some 
pickled olives gathered from these old 
trees last year, and found their taste and 


flavour excellent. Other epicures, how- 
ever, considered them to be rather woody, 
which is quite understandable. There is 
every reason to believe that olive trees 
were better cared for in olden times than 
now. They used to be trrigated and 
manured, desirable practices which are 
frequently neglected in these days. 

In Biblical times, the olive was prob- 
ably more widespread than it is even 
to-day. It is estimated that the present 
area amounts to nearly 500,000 dunams 
(just over 100,000 acres), containing 


‘approximately six million olive trees. 


About 10 per cent. of the trees are to be 
found in the Jaffa-Ramleh district, about 
25 per cent. in the Jerusalem-Ramallah- 
Hebron area, and the remainder, about 
65 per cent. in the North of Palestine. 
Olives are planted on the average of 
thirteen to the dunam. 

Olive culture is an important source of 
income for the Arab peasant, and the 
tree is well adapted to the difficult con- 
ditions of the barren rocky hills of the 
country. It was cultivated in Palestine 
long before the advent of the Israelites. 
who were taught by the Canaanites how 
to raise it (Joshua xxiv, 13). To-day it 
is the most commonly cultivated tree 
in Palestine, and yet one cannot but 
regretfully observe that there is space 
for so many more olive trees on the 
Mount of Olives and on other hilly areas 
throughout the country. The blanks are 
known to have been caused by the Turks, 
who cut down so many olive trees during 
the Great War for use as fuel. 

In early times, the Hebrews extracted 
the oil by crushing the olives with the 
feet, just as they used to tread the grapes. 
It was usual for oil destined for ordinary 
purposes (as distinct from oil required for 
the Temple) to be crushed by treading on 
the olives in a rock-hewn oil press, from

The pulp was then poured into a wicker 
or rush basket, which acted as a strainer 
and allowed the oil to flow out into a 
vessel below. The oil floating on top of 
the vessel was skimmed off, and this was 
the finest quality, the “ beaten“ oil used 
for the Temple—presumably, so-called 
virgin oil. The word “ beaten ” does not 
refer to oil expressed from olives which 
have been beaten off the trees, but to oil 
from those which were carefully picked, 
[he second pressing in the oil reservoir 
was used for offerings and ordinary con- 
sumption. The residue was further 
pressed, hot water probably being poured 
over the crumpled mass, and the resulting 
product was known as third-quality oil. 

fhe method of obtaining virgin oil 
described above miglhit, it is suggested, be 
tried again in Palestine, with such modifi- 
cations as the refineries think fit, because 
at present virgin oil is.not produced com- 
mercially in Palestine and has to be 
imported for blending to _ restore 
“flavour ”’ to the oil, after it has been 
rendered tasteless, colourless, odourless. 
and free of acid in the process of refining. 


[he Mishna also refers to the spreading 
of unripe olives on the flat roofs of 
houses to allow them to ripen. — This 
method is still practised, but it is prefer- 
able that the olives should not be picked 
before they are ripe. Ihe Maushna 
clearly refers to the practice of piling up 
Olives in heaps to ferment and _ thus 


obtain a higher yield of oil. These 
practices, though centuries old, are not 
due to ignorance. This fermenting ts 


done deliberately to obtain § increased 
yields, and incidentally many of the local 
inhabitants prefer the resulting oil with 
a high acidity to a non-acid oil. But the 
olive producers must realise that for the 
export markets of to-day an edible oil 
free of acid and of uniform quality, 
odour, colour, and flavour must be pro- 
duced. 


Adulteration of olive oil was practised 
in olden days by the addition of vinegar. 
To-day adulteration ts stil in vogue, and 
in recent years it has been accomplished 
by the mixture of cheaper oils, such as 
ground-nut, soya, and sunflower oil. 

Olives and olive oil were always an 
important food tn Biblical times, and 
to-day also they are eaten with bread, 
constituting an important item in the 
diet of the local inhabitants. Nowadays, 
olive oil is used widely in Palestine, as 
elsewhere, for cooking and salads. In 
Biblical times, olive oil was used as an 
ointment or embrocation, and rubbed 
into the skin, just as to-day it is sold in 
attractive toilet jars and advertised as 
beneficial for use by holiday-makers 
prior to sea and sun-bathing on the sands 
of Palestine. Its use for anointing priests, 
kings, and prophets is famous, and it was 
used also as a medicament or as refresh- 
ment, as a cleanser or for embalming, 
and for greasing household utensils and 
tools, and for giving suppleness to leather. 
Olive oil and wine were poured before a 
betrothed couple as a mark of honour. 

As a fuel, it was used for lighting in 


the houses and in streets. [he jift 
(residue) was also used for fuel and still 
is in the villages. But in Italy and 
America, a green sulphur oil is extracted 
from this jift, which is used instead of the 
more valuable edible oil for making olive 
oil soap. 


Since the War hundreds of thousands 
Ol young olive trees have been planted 
and are still being planted by the Govern- 
ment of Palestine to help cover many of 
the barren spaces on the hill-sides. The 
peasants are also encouraged to improve 
the cultivation of this tree, and Govern- 
ment ratses grafted olive trees for this 
purpose, and carries out demonstrations 
in methods of cultivation, manuring, and 
pruning for the benefit of the villagers 
An “ olive-comb ” has been devised and 
hundreds have been issued to the villagers 
free of charge to encourage them to use 
it for harvesting the olives off the 
branches instead of beating them off the 
tree, with harmful consequence 


Palestine is the only producer of olive 
oil in the British Empire, apart from a 
negligible production in Australia and the 
crop mn Cyprus, which ts about one-tenth 
that of Palestine. If, therefore, it eve: 
becomes possible to extend the benefits of 
Imperial Preference to Palestine, that 
country would be at a great advantage in 
exporting its oil to England and parts of 
the British Empire such as Australia. 
Canada, and South Africa, provided, of 
course, that the local industry ts 


ganised as indicated.

THE PAGET PLAN 


The Paget Plan. By Major J. B. 
PAGET. Reprinted from Naylor's 
Monthly Forecast ©’ for May, 1937. 


In five brief pages Major Paget poses the 
Palestine problem in its simplest (and not 
quite accurate).form. What should England 
do, having promised Palestine to both Jews 
and Arabs? His solution is typical of the 
straightforward soldierly mind 

He would turn Palestine into an. indepen 
dent Jewish kingdom, say to all the Arabs 
“We will buy you out at a generous price. 
or if you are landless, we will provide you 
with land among your coreligionists else 
where.” He would then approach Trans 
jordan and other Moslem countries in 
Arabia and say to them: If you are short of 
population, we will. provide you with 
750,000 emigrants at no cost to you. On the 
contrary, they will have adequate funds to 
start in their new homes! 

The author sees that agreement, common 
sense, and goodwill are needed for the 
success of the plan. One can _ heartily 
endorse Mayor Paget's suggestion and hope 
it will not be long before goodwill and 
common sense are brought to bear on the 
Palestine problem. The novel feature of 
Major Paget's plan is to offer the kingship 
of Jewish Palestine to the Duke of Windsor, 
who is said to be hundredth in direct descent 
from: King David. We fear the Duke will 
be an old, a very old, man before the throne 
of a Jewish Palestine is available. Major 
Paget is undoubtedly a most charming and 
sincere friend of both Jews and Arabs. 
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PILGRIMAGE TO SINAI 


In the Steps of Moses the Lawgiver. 
By Louts GoLDING. Rich and Cowan. 
7s. 6d. 


English literature has been enriched by 
many inspired writings of heroic adven- 
ture in the Arabian Desert. Burton, 
Kingslake, and T. E. Lawrence are 
among the classics of our language. 
Neither Mr. Golding’s journey nor his 
book belongs to this category. His appeal 
to our heart lies in the very absence of 
anything pretentious or grandiose. He 
and his two companions resemble “Three 
Men in a Boat” rather than “ The Three 
Musketeers,” and are more like amateur 
detectives than the Big Three of Scotland 
Yard. But their apparent naiveté and 
heartiness do not prevent these innocents 
abroad from wrestling with deep spiritual 
problems. The maps and photographs of 
the automobile route from Cairo to Sinai 
illustrate a quest that is not confined to 
the sands of the desert. 

At the beginning and end of his narra- 
tive, as well as in frequent flash-backs, 
Mr. Golding connects his journey with 
his boyhood days in Doomington. His 
realistic descriptions of the scenes on his 
route are interspersed with constant 
recollections of the Jewish lore which his 
father used to teach him on Sabbath eves.

Both these books—one by a leader in 
public affairs, and the other by a success- 
ful novelist—record the triumph. of 
character over crippling disabilities. Mr. 
Clynes tells of his progress from a 
Starveling mill-boy, the son of an illiterate 
labourer, to the position of Deputy- 
Leader of the House of Commons in the 
first British Labour Government. His 
life affords an example of fine idealism 
and devotion to principle. As a lad he 
purchased, with a shilling that he could 
ill afford, a second-hand copy of Renan’s 
“ Life of Jesus.” This book (written by a 
famous Semitic scholar from a humani- 
tarlan and non-Christological standpoint) 
has, he tells us, ever since been a guiding 
inspiration in his life. When he was 
educating himself in the reading-room of 
the Oldham Co-operative Society he was 
much moved by the librarian’s exhorta- 
tion of “Stick to Shakespeare and the 
Bible; they're the roots of civilisation.” 
Another formative influence was the 
writings of Disraeli which so feelingly 
described the grievances of the English 
industrial workers and of the Irish 


historians, and archzologists. The Jewish 
authorities quoted range from Josephus 
and Philo to Graetz and the Chief Rabbi, 
Dr. Hertz; from Benjamin of Tudela to 
Benjamin Disraeli. 

Religious tradition and scientific 
research receive equally sympathetic 
treatment from Mr. Golding. “It was 
the tradition that most interested us. We 
feel that tradition’s as likely to be true as 
anything that can be found out at this 
date. And in any case, it has a real truth 
of its own, just because it is the tradi- 
tion.” So he describes in his picturesque 
and vivid style the Biblical miracles with 
all their 1 almudic embroideries, and then 
with equal enthusiasm proceeds to 
explain them in terms of natural 
phenomena. Thus, the manna is explained 
(on the strength of Dr. Bodenheimer's 
researches at the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem) as the excretion of an insect 
that feeds on the tamarisk-tree. Inct- 
dentally, we are informed that: 

“A certain Mr. Rossi was selling a sub- 
stance he described as ‘manna’ in April, 
1937, in the South Shields Market Place. 
The South Shields Police Court. after con- 
sultation with the South Shields Food and 
Drug Inspector, felt itself so accurately 
informed of the true nature of ‘ manna‘ that 
it imposed on Mr. Rossi a fine of two 
pounds ‘for selling the compound, which 
was not of the nature, substance, or quality 
demanded by the purchaser.” 

It is in such asides and delicious incon- 
gruities as this that the distinctive flavour 
of the book is largely to be found. Thus

peasants. One of his early reminiscences 
as a Trade Union official is of how a 
strike was averted through an employer's 
heart being softened by the quotation of 
the Bible words: “ Thou shalt not muzzle 
the ox that treadeth out the corn.” 


Miss Jacob's account of her rise to 
literary fame, despite the handicaps of ill- 
health and poverty, has an exhilarating 
quality all its own. She tells us that, 
notwithstanding her apparently Jewish 
names, she was brought up as a 
Protestant and is now a Catholic. Her 
sympathies are of the broadest, and she 
has a fund of good stories about people 
of all creeds and races. She comments 
on the fact that Jews love to tell stories 
against themselves, and thinks that Jewish 
humour shows “a subtlety, a certain lack 
of robustness, a hint of humour that is 
mordant.” Bransby Williams and many 
others are mentioned among her Jewish 
friends, and German refugees and Jewish 
club girls are among those whom she 
has delighted to help. Several of her 
novels have been written about Jewish 
characters, and in particular “ Young 
Emmanuel” is mentioned. Miss Jacob 
tells how in 1935 she refused the award 
of the Eichelberger Prize from America 
—a coveted literary honour—because a 
fellow-recipient of it was\Adolf Hitler.

TREASURE ON EARTH has that one 
essential which so many books lack— 
quality.

Lion 
Feuchtwanger, himself the noble victim 
of.a dictator-ridden world, has in Tui 
FALSE NERO gone back to Roman times 
to comfort us with the story of a dictator 
who for a number of years held the 
Eastern Empire of Imperial Rome in 
chains by giving himself out as Nero, 
the Western report of whose death was 
declared to be false. Terence, the potter, 
the son of a slave, is an awesome creation, 
and Feuchtwanger has lost none of his 
old power and magic of words as he con- 
vinces us that this man, simply by the 
charm of his voice, his blind belief in 
himself and his mission, succeeded 
despite incredible cruelties, in making the 
people believe in him and suffer him. 
There is Greek drama in the gradual 
closing in of all the forces which bring 
about the fall of the tyrant, and balm 
for all those who are suffering in like 
circumstances to-day. 


SWASTIKA NIGHT, a well-written book,

A Time To RememBer, by Leane 
Zugsmith, is a_ facile, smooth-flowing 
storv of a section of life in New York 
a book which although it has no Jewish 
theme. deals with hardly any character 
who is not Jewish.

PRACTICAL PHILOSOPHY 


Belief and Action: An Everyday 
Philosophy. By VISCOUNT SAMUEL. 
Cassell and Company Ltd. pp. 350. 
6d. net. 


Among the English-speaking peoples 
politics and philosophy are no strangers 
to each other. There its the illustrious 
example of Bacon; and in recent times 
Balfour, Haldane, President Wilson, and 
General Smuts have made themselves 
known in both spheres. Now Viscount 
Samuel has joined this select company, 
with an “everyday philosophy,’ as he 
calls it, which will surely win for the 
author the keenest interest and admira- 
tion. In its breadth, learning, and 
lucidity, the work need fear comparison 
nowhere. 

Lord Samuel has thoughtfully designed 
his work so as to meet the general 
reader. His views are stated in the main 
body of ‘the book, and the more technical 
statement of his metaphysical position is 
relegated to a series of appendices. 
These, as he says, may be left urslisturbed 
by the readers who are’ not philosophi- 
cally minded. 

[his is an age, the author writes, of 
general confusion, uncertainty, and drift. 
Ihere is more than ever need for a critical 
examination of our beliefs and practices. 
The causes of our present doubts and 
scepticism are to be found in the amazing 
growth of physical science, which we 
have scarcely assimilated, and in_ the 
comparative poverty of our mental and 
social sciences. Our practice ts still too 
rooted in ancient creed and dogma. So 
long as we assume these creeds to contain 
final truth “the mind of man must remain 
bewildered and human society chaotic ” 
(p. 46). 

Lord Samuel pleads for rational 
inguiry, not mysticism or _ intuition. 
“ Dogmas held on the strength of ancient 
authority must be opened to revision ” 
(p. 83). In the religion of the future 
“truth will be put in the first place. A 
rational judgment will be applied to every 
phase” (p. 88). Lord Samuel fearlessly 


passes in review the great religious 
systems, and Jewish readers will note 
with varying reactions his comment that 
“Judaism, wherever it has emphasised 
the doctrine of the verbal inspiration of 
the Pentateuch, and has found an abso- 
lute rule of life in its interpretation by the 
scribes and the Rabbinical schools, has 
developed a restricted and unbalanced 
system of education; this in turn has 
tended to produce among the orthodox a 
narrow, formalistic type of mind” (pp. 
48-9). 

From religion the author passes to the 
great social and political problems of 
our time, discussing the family, economic 
life, liberty, democracy, and war. He 
does full justice to the difficulties of this 
generation, but refuses to subscribe to the 
prevalent pessimism of the moment. In 
a notable passage he finely expresses his 
conviction about the world, and about 
evil in particular: 

“When we try to view the cosmic 
process as a whole; when we envisagé the 
birth of the worlds, the coming of man, 
the growth of civilisation: when we take 
account of the value of human freedom; 
and when we look round and see the 
achievements of science and art, and the 
profusion of simple things that make 
people happy—it seems blind folly to 
contend that the evil in the world put- 
weighs the good. If we can tune our ears 
to catch the authentic chant of nature, 
we shall hear a music swelling from her 
innumerable voices which is not a dirge 
but a paean, a song of life abounding and 
triumphant. And if in our world there 
are Vales of tears, there are hillsides also 
of joy and laughter, and peaks of splen- 
dour shining in the sun” (pp. 109-110). 

The hope of the future, Lord Samuel 
feels, lies in humanity itself, in the 
thoughts and acts of men, whether leaders 
or masses. If religion, in the narrower 
sense of ancient dogma, has lost some of 
its potency, it is still religion, in the 
deepest sense, which can alone supply the 
driving power for human effort. “The 
times demand a simultaneous parallel 
movement by all the churches everywhere 


to promote world-fellowship th 
religion (p, 238).

The 
author deals with the exploration of 
Palestine in the Bible and in post-Biblical 
literature, as well as in the works of 
Josephus and the first Palestine travellers 
in the Talmudic age. From the medieval 
period he follows the development of 
Palestine exploration until recent. times 
As the author himself stresses, he had 
no intention of mentioning all. the 
references to Palestine in Jewish and non- 
Jewish sources, but has concentrated on 
the history of Palestine exploration, 
which will serve as a helpful basis. for 


students of Palestine from various. 


aspects. 

In his “Roman Administration in 
Palestine,” A Schalit endeavours to 
underline the Roman aspect in the history 
of Palestine under the Roman admunistra- 
tion’ in a way that has not been done 
hitherto. He demonstrates how much 
Palestine in its Roman period was really 
Roman, a Roman province, influenced 
in its administration, in its civil and 
criminal law, in its constitution, and even 
in its religious life by the traditions and 
institutions of the dominant Roman 
Empire. The author's approach. to this 
question can do great service to the study 


of Jewish history and of the status of 


Palestine in the post-Hasmonaic period. 

Both books are issued by the Library 
of Palestinology of the Jewish Palestine 
Exploration Society, supported by the 
“ Mosad Bialik” of the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine, and distributed by the pub- 
lisher, Rubin Mass, Jerusalem. 

Topical quesions, such as those of the 
Cantonisation of Palestine and of the 
Arabs in Palestine, are dealt with by B. 
Avniel in his two pamphlets: ™¥=3 
1936-37). Although the recent develop- 
ment of British policy in Palestine neces- 
sitates a reconsideration of the solution 
suggested by the author, the pamphlets 
contain interesting material on those

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A LANDMARK IN MODERN THOUGHT 


Descartes’ Discourse on Method. 
By Leon Rotu. Oxford University 
Press, 1937. pp. 142. 6s. net. 


In the history of modern science and 
philosophy the name of Descartes has a 
place of honour. His “ Discourse on 
Method” is regarded by general consent 
as one of the books which have altered 
the course of European thought. It 
marks a daring break from the previous 
medieval point of view, and to its inspira- 
tion we owe the beginnings of modern 
science, with all its amazing develop- 
ments. 

Dr. Leon Roth, who is the Ahad 
Ha’'am Professor of Philosophy in the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem, has 
already made notable contributions to 
our knowledge of Descartes and Spinoza. 
He is a recognised authority on these 
philosophers. In this, his latest book, Dr. 
Roth reveals once more his gifts of exact 
scholarship and clear, logical con- 
struction. 

It is shown that in the “ Discourse ” 
we have the essence of Descartes’

A Social and Religious History of 
the Jews. By SALO WITTMAYER 
BARON. Humphrey Milford. 3 vols. 
£2 17s. Od. net. 


Professor Baron's superb new work 
was referred to at length in an article on 
“ The New Approach to Jewish History.” 
in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE New Year issue. 
It has now been published in this country 
by Mr. Humphrey Milford. The price is 
high; but by no means excessively so in 
view of the bulk and the importance of 
this “study of the interrelation of social 
and religious forces as exemplified in the 
historical evolution of the Jewish people.” 
The first two volumes carry the story 
down, with a wealth of learning and rare 
historical insight, from earliest times to 
the present day, and conclude with a 
penetrating (if Sometimes a little ponti- 
fical) examination of the present condi- 
tion of the Jewish people, its immediate 
prospects, and the steps which might use- 
fully be taken to cope with its most press- 
ing problems. The third volume contains 
a wealth of learned notes and a detailed 
bibliography, covering in particular an 
enormous range of recent periodical 
literature, of a scope and precision rarely 
equalled. The whole forms a corpus of 
historical research of unique value, sum- 
ming up the results of the most recent 
research. To quote the words of the 
previous reviewer, “no Jewish library of 
any pretensions can afford to dispense 
with this great work-——certainly among the 
most important on a Jewish subject that 
have as yet appeared in the English 
tongue.” 


tion of that new method of inquiry from 
which truth was to be reached. The 
method, Dr. Roth argues, is no specula- 
tive fancy, but the only fruitful founda- 
tion for natural science. It ts rooted in 
logic and mathematics, and though 
Descartes’ own applications of it to the 
natural sciences may not have stood the 


test of time, his analysis of the method 


itself has proved a landmark in the 
history of thought. As Dr. Roth con- 
cludes, Descartes “set an ideal for 
science... Tribute is still due to the 
dreamer of 1619 who gave Europe not 
only the ancient vision of Pythagoras but 
also the new instrument essential for its 
realisation ” (p. 137). 

The chapters are closely reasoned, and 
every detail of the “ Discourse ” critically 
examined. Especially notable are the 
sections which deal with the. affinities 
between Descartes and Pascal, and with 
the comparative merits of the methods of 
Descartes and Bacon. Dr. Roth’s book 
will be invaluable to. students of 
philosophy, and is a notable contribution 
to scholarship.

History of Brooklyn Jewry. By 
SAMUEL P. ABELOW._ Brooklyn 
Scheba Publishing Company. 


Brooklyn is a suburb, or rather section, 
of New York, containing a little less than 
three million souls, of whom rather more 
than one-third are Jews. The Jewish 
Community is, of course, very young. 
It was only in 1854 that twelve pioneers 
banded themselves together to establish 
the first Synagogue. Now, Jewish institu- 
tions of every sort abound, from stately 
places of worship, such as the Union 
Temple (the leading Reform Synagogue), 
to Talmud Torahs, orphanages, Jewish 
centres, and hospitals containing hun- 
dreds of beds. It is a fascinating story if 
it can be detached from _ personalities. 
This Mr. Abelow has found it difficult to 
do, if only by reason of the fact that 
personalities (of whom thousands must 
be mentioned in his crowded pages) are 
the most probable market for his sales. 
He has, however, brought together a 
collection of material which must prove 
of value to the wider historian: and he 
has not forgotten (as so many local 
chroniclers do) the part of Jewish learn- 
ing and of Jewish scholars in the life of a 
Jewish Community. It is a pity that 
typographical eccentricity disturbed the 
effect of his concluding sentence, which 
Suggests a lesson nearly as badly needed 
in this country as in the United States: 
“In addition to a Federation of 


Charities, we need a Federation of Jewish 
souls.”
